: The City Enginter submitted the follow- 
ng: 

Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 7, 1900. 
To the Mayor and Common Council: 

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit in ac- 
cordance with your order of July 81, 1900, 
an estimate of the amount required to 
place the paved roadway surface of Sev- 
enth street south of Wabash avenue in 
good repair except that which is main- 
tained by the street railway. 

As I have stated to you before I can offer 
nothing but the rough approximation ob- 
tained by surface indications, and would 
advise you to appropriate liberally for con- 
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tingencles should you decide to repair the 
old pavement. The old surface is in many 
places not to exceed one-half inch in thick- 
ness which will result in an uneven surfgce 
when the new two-inch coat is joined to 
the old. As to the life of the old asphaltic 
wearing surface of course can only be 
conjectured but it certainly shows great 
deterioration at present, the plasticity 
which is recognized as so essential to such 
pavements has to a great extent left it, 
and it is now at our present natural tem- 
perature breaking off and indicating that 
the bond is not sufficiently present.

Electrician, and Assistant City Electri- 
cian, to regulate the installation and 
maintenance of «lectrical wires, ta re- 
quire the inspection thereof, and for the 
protection of life and the prevention of 


fires, and fixing a penalty for the viola- 
tion thereof, 


Section 1. Be it ordained hy the Com- 
mon Council of the City of Terre Haute, 
that there be. and is, hereby, created in 
the City of Terre Haute, the offices of City 
Electrician and Assistant City Electrician. 
The persons so chosen ta fill such offices 
shall be practicable and experienced elec- 
tricians and shall have had at least three 
(3) years experience in both inside and out- 
side electrical wiring. The Superintendent 
of Fire Alarm shall be the ex officio City 
Electrician, and shall be appointed as pro-

vided by law and by the ordinances of said 
City; and the Assistant City Electrician 
shall be appointed by the Board of Public 
Works. Such officers shall be only re- 
moved for cause. 

Section 2. The City Electrician shall re- 
ceive the salary now paid to the Superin- 
tendent of Fire Alarm, in full of all serv- 
ices performed in both capacities; and the 
Assistant C.ty Electric‘an shal’ receive the 
sum of seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per 
month payable monthly. Before either of 
said officers shall enter upon the discharge 
of their duties, they shall file a hond in the 
sum of two thousand dolars ($2,000.00) pay- 
able to the City of Terre Haute, to be ap- 
proved by the Mayor, conditioned upon the 
faithful.performance of their duties. Such 
officers shall also take and subscribe an 
oath of office, which, together with the 
certificate of appointment shail be | filed 
with the City Clerk. Said bond shall be 


renewed whenever required by the Comp- 
troller. 


Section 3. That the City Electrician 
shall have charge of the enforcement of 
this ordinanee and of all ordinances now in 
force, or which may hereafter be enacted 
pertaining to the installation and mainten- 
ance of electrical wires and apparatus, 
and the inspection thereof. 


Section 4 Before the completion of the 
wiring of any bullding, it shall be the duty 
of the company, firm or individual doing 
the same, to notify the City Electrician, 
who shall at once inspect the same, and 
if said work is approved by him he shall 
upon the completion thereof issue a certi- 
ficate of satisfactory inspection, which 
shall contain the date of such inspection 
and the result thereof. No such certificate 
shall be issued unless the electric light, 
power or heating installation, and all ap- 
paratus and wires connected therewith, 
shall be in strict conformity with the rules 
and regulations hereinafter set forth, nor 
shall the current be turned on until said 
certificate be issued. Said certificate 
must be obtained by the person installing 
or assisting in installing such wires an: 
apparatus. 

Section 5.—All electrical wires shall be so 
placed or arranged that they would still be 
practically instaliated in the event that 
their insulation ~ covering should become 
worn away or removed. 


Sectlon 6. The City Electrician is hereby 
authorized, empowered and directed to 
regulate and determine the placing of elez- 
tric light and power wires in all buildings 
in said city, so as to prevent fires: accident 
or injury to persons or property; and to 
cause al electrical appliances to be so 
placed; constructed and guarded as not to 
cause fires or accidents or any danger to 
Hfe or property. He shall make regular 
general inspections to ascertain whether 
or not ordinances for the protection of life 
and the prevention of fires have been corn- 
plied with. Whenever in his judgment 
any electric wire or appliance shall be de- 
fective by reason of improper or insuffi- 
cient insulation, or for any other cause, he 


Shall at US cause the immediate removal 
of such defect. 
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Section 7.—Ng person, firm or corporation 
shall make any alteration, change in, or 
addition to any electrical apparatus or 
wires without first notifying the City Elec- 
trician, and subjecting the same to inspec- 
tion, subject to the provisions of this ordi- 
nange, All wires to be hidden from view 
shall be inspected before concealment, and 
persons installing or assisting in installing 
such wires shall notify the said City Elec- 
trician, giving him ample time to make 
such inspection. 

Section 8. The term electric or clectil.al 
wires as used in this ordinance shall be 
construed to mean wires that are arranged 
or placed in or on any building or sup- 
ports and deslgned to be used as conduc- 
tors of electricity for any purpose, but es- 
pecially for producing light, heat or power. 
The term electric or electrical apparatus 
Shall be construed to mean generators of 
elcetric currents, electric motors and fix- 
tures or devices, including poles and sup- 
ports of wires designed to be used in pra- 
ducing light, heat or power, sound or mes-

(25) lights; four dollars ($4.00) for more 
than twenty-five (25) and not more than 
fifty (50) lights, and one dollar ($1.00) addt- 
tional for every additional twenty-five (25) 
lights over fifty (0). 

Are lights, one dollar $1.00) each. 

When wiring is for motors, one dollar 
(31.00) for motors one horse power or less; 
two dollars ($2.00) when motors are more 
than one and not more than three horse 
power; thfee dollars ($3.00) when motors 
are more than three and not more than 
eight horse power; four dollars ($4.00) 
when motors are more than eight and not 
more than fifteen horsepower; five dollars 
($5.00) when motors are more than fifteen 
horse power. 

The City Treasurer shall issue a receipt

Seclion 11.-—All poles, posts, cross-bars, 
wires and other fixtures placed, owned or 
used in any street, alley or publie place in 
the City of Terre Haute by any telegraph, 
telephone, electric light or power, or street 
car compuny shail be so placed, owned or 
used under the supervis on and direction 
uf ihe City Electrician and the Board of 
Publie Works of said city, and said City 
Electrician and Board shall have the right

Section 14.—It shall be unlawful to use 
any wire covered with ‘Underwriters’ 
Irsulation," so termed. either white or 
black, as an “insulated” wire for carrying 
any electrical current. 

Section 15.—Any person violating any 
provisions of this ordinance on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars, to whicn 
may be added imprisonment not to exceed 
ihirty days. 

Section 16. All ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in conflict hercwith are hereby 
repealed.

It shall be the duty of the City  Elec- 
trician and the Board of Public Works to 
80 fix the placing of poles and wires in the 
Streets and alleys of the city, that the 
same shall cause as little obstruction, 
either to vehicles on the street or the use 
and enjoyment of private property as pos- 
sible; to compel the joint use of poles 
whenever practicable in order to limit the 
number of poles on the streets and alleys 
to the minimum, and direct the placing 
and installing and insulating of wires so 
that the same will be safe from danger to 
life and property, and not to unduly inter- 
fere with the usd of other wires upon the 
Same street or alley. 


Section 12.—On any poles of any electric 
light or power, street car, telephone or 
telegraph company, used jointly by two or 
more companies, each company shall. be al- 
lotted a special zone, end shall restrict its 
wires to that zone. Spaces shall be meas- 
ured from top of pole down, and the upper 
zone of every pole shall be at all times re- 
Served for the use of the city in stringing 
its wires for fire alarm or Police telegraph. 
Cross arms shall not be less than twenty- 
two (22) inches apart, except by permis- 
sion of the Board and City Electrician, 
and horizontal distance between wires 
next to pole shall not be less than the dis- 
tance between pins of standard cross arms, 
and wires placed and separated thereon in 
accordance with rules adopted by the De- 
partment of Public Works, which shalt 
govern all matters arising under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance where applicable. 

Section 13. Each and every contact on 
any pole of any electric light or power or 
street car company shall be plainly mark- 
ed to indicate the nature of the current 
used on the wire making the contact. The 
marking shall be done in such manner as 
not to be easily effaced, and such marking 
must not be altered or changed in any 
way, unless to correspond with a change 
in wiring. And all markings shall be un- 
der the supervision and to the satisfaction 
of the City Electrician and the Board of 
Public Works. 
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Section 14—It shall be unlawful to use 

any wire covered with ‘Underwriters’ 

-Irsulation," so termed. either white or 
black, as an “insulated” wire for carrying 
any electrical current. 

Section 15.—Any person violating any 
provisions of this ordinance on conviction 
thereof, shall be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars, to which 
may be added imprisonment not to exceed 
thirty days. 

Sectlon 16. Al! ordinances and parts of 
ordinances in conflict here wath are hereby 
repealed.

asphalt plant, owned and operated by the 
city of St. Louis for the repair of as- 


phalt pavements would beg to report the 
following: 


The following gentlemen of the com- 
mittee Smith, Schloss, Briggs, Reinbold, 
Blood, accompanied by the Board of Pub- 
Ne Works, and the City Engineer, arrived 
in St. Louis on the morning of August 
28, 1900, and proceeded immediately to the 
city hall where we were courteously re- 


celved by the official in charge of street 
repairs. 


After a short talk with Mr. Hemming- 
way, superintendent of streets, who ap- 
pears to have about as complete a know- 
ledge of asphalt streets, based on practi- 
cal work and observation, as seems pos- 
sible to obtain, we proceeded without 
further delay in a special conveyance fur- 
nished by Mr. Hemmingway to the streets 
where the repair work was in progress. 
We here found the streets in a very bad 
state of repair and by keeping the eye 
steadily on the roadway Seventh street 
would be reproduced to the Terre Haute 
delegation. The repairs are made in 
about the Same manner as in Terre 
Haute. Complete record of the work is 
kept by the foreman showing the location 
and extent of the place repaired, kind of 
material used in repairing and such oth- 
er notes aS may suggest themselves to 
the foreman and then all filed in the sup- 
erintendent's office. From these records 


many deductions and comparisons may 
be made showing the various results 
which are obtained. While on these 


streets which were in such bad condition 
Mr. Hemmingway spoke quite discourag- 
ingly of asphalt and expressed the opin- 
fon that in al! probability but little as- 
phalt would be laid in St. Louis in the 
future. We then proceeded to the plant 
where the asphalt ig prepared. We found 
here a rather crude and simple arrange- 
ment of the various appliances necessary 
to perform the necessary work. Bins 
for recelving new rock ssphalt and old 
asphalt taken from the streets, are con- 
structed of rough pine boards with shed 
roof of the same material. The heaters 
where the asphalt is heated and mixed 
is a simple kiln resembling the evaporat- 
ing furnaces which are much used in 
sorghum molasses manufacture. The re- 
ceptacle for the asphalt being a common 
steam boller cut longitudinally along the 
diameter with the edges flanged out about 
elght inches, which rest on brick wail 
supports. A nine inch sheet iron pipe 
gives draft to the fires. All wood fuel in 
used. as a mild constant heat is required. 
The asphalt after being deposited in the 
heaters is mixed continuously by hand, 
an iron bar flattened at the end heing 
used. A temperature of about 275 degrees 
Fahrenheit is maintained while the mix- 
ing is in progress and about 270 degrees 
Fahrenheit is the temperature the rack 
asphalt is placed on the street. Below is 
a list of the necessary equipment and 
cost of the same:

Gertlemen:—The sixth regular meeting 
of the Municipal League of Indiana. will 
he held in the City of Richmond, Ind. 
Wedresday, Thursday and Friday, Octo- 
ber 10th, Hth and 12ch, 1900. 

You are earnestly requested to be pres- 
ert, and if not n member already, to be- 
como one. The purpose and object of this 
organization is to promote the welfare and 
ta Fetter protect the lives and property of 
citizens in the cities and towns, members 
hereof, nnd to apprehend criminals and to 
secure needed legislation, both state and 
municipal. 

Any town or city in this state, or official 
thereof, may become a member of this 
Teague upon application to the Secretary 
and the payment of the fee, which Is $3.00 
fer towns of 5.000 and under, and $5.00 
where the population exceeds 5,000. 


Thirty-five of the cities of the state are 
now members of the League. and many 
more will be represented at this meeting. 
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The Constitution provides: “Sec. 8. Each 
town or city shall be entitled to two rep- 
resentatives, besides the mayor, who must 
be selected from the city officials by the 
town board or common council." And it is 
important that you bring this matter be- 
fore the common council at your next 
council meeting, and have them select two 
representatives (other than the mayor 
who is a member and vice-president un- 
der the constitution) to be present. Every 
department of the city should be repre- 
sented at this meeting, as matters of great 
interest to the municipal government wili 
be taken up during the three days' ses- 
sion and discussed, and such needed legis- 
lation will be acted upon and prepared 
ready to submit to the next State leglsla- 
ture for thelr consideratian. 

It is earnestly desired that every de- 
partment of the city be represented, as a 
separate meeting will be held on Wednes- 
day evening where the needs of each de- 
partment w'll be discussed and submitted 
to the legislative committee to formulate 
in the necessary bill for legislative enact- 
ment. 

You, no doubt, realize that there is need- 
ed municipal legislation called for a!l over 
the state. Time and again one city or 
ancther have made appeals to the legisla- 
ture, hut without the co-operation of othe: 
cities these appeals have heen in vain. 
Other organizatiors and corporations hy a 
thorough organization have heen able tu 
have laws passed that enured to their 
benefit. Why should we sit idly by and 
see our opportunities pass, when by a con- 
cert of action, equity will be given us for 
the asking?

In view of the fact that 
emergencies have caused the expenditures 
of money not expected when the estimates 
for the year were figured on in the City 
Hall Account and as the lockers were 
paid for by the Board of Public Works out 
of this Account and no disposition made 
of the money turned over to the Police 
Department to pay for the said lockers I 
recommend that the sum turned over to 
the Police, to-wit: Three hundred fifteen 
and 95-100 dollars be transferred from Po- 
lice Account to City Hall Account and am 
additional appropriation of three hundred 
and eighty-five dollars be made immedi- 
ately to City Hall Account as they have 
no money with which to pay janitors serv- 
ices or coal and other expenses for last 
month. in regard to the request for ex- 
tra appropriation for sewers I have been 
informed by the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Finance that & damage suit 
filled against the city will be dismissed if 
this sewer is built and as there seems to 
be immediate need of sewers in 
both these localities I recommend 
this appropriation of $900.00.

Dear Sir:—The Board of Public Works 
would respectfully recommend that, an.ad- 
ditional appropriation of »$700.00 be made 
to the City Hall Account, and that an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $900.00 be made 
to the Sewer Fund. 

It was not apprehended at the time the 
estimate of the money required for the 
payment of the City Hall expenses was 
made, that the cost of the lockers order- 
ed for the use of the Police Department 
would be paid from the City Hall Account, 
but such was the case, and the present 
deficit in the City Hall Account is occa- 
Sioned partly by the fact that the cost of 
the lockers was paid from that account 
instead of from the Police Force Account. 

The heating system of'the City "Buildine, 
also, during the winter of 1899 proved de- 
fective, and repairs to the boilers caused 
a heavy expense which could not be fore 
Seen when the estimate of the City Halt 
expense was made and at the present time 
there is not sufficient money in the City 
Hall account to pay for Janitor service 
for last month. 

In regard to the sewers, we desire to 
say that we have found that it was abso- 
lutely necessary to provide means to carry 
‘away surplus water and sewerage In Thir- 
teenth street, between Elm and Spruce 
streets, and in College street between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, particu- 
larly on College street. In the South- 
astern part of the city, the city has been 
threatened with a damage suit, if the 
means Js not provided to take care of the 
water which fills the streets, gutters and 
sidewalks, and overflows into the yards 
and cellars of the property in that neigh- 
borhood. The Board has been informed 
that the stagnant water which stands in 
the streets after each heavy rain has un- 
doubtedly caused a great amount of sick- 
ness in that part of the city. 

We investigated the need of sewerage 
facilities in both Thirteenth street and 
College street and are of the opinion thata 
sewerage system must be provided. Ac- 
cordingly, we asked for bids for the com 
struction of sewers in both places, think- 
ing that there was a sufficient amount of 
money in the Sewer Fund to pay for the 
same, and opened the bids on the Zlst day 
of September. By accepting the lowest 
bid submitted for the construction of each 
sewer we find, that there will be needed 
about nine hundred dollars ($900.00) in addi- 
tion to what now remains in the sewer 
fund. 

We, therefore, respectfully request that 
additional appropriations be made as 
above set out.

AGREEMENT. 


An Agreement Between the City of Terre 
Haute by the Board of Publie Works, 
and William H. Ramm, His Associs 
ates, Successors and Assigns, in Rela- 
tion to the Right and Privilege of Es- 
tablishing Maintaining and Operating 
a System of Trash Receptacles in the 
City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 

It is agreed by and between the City of 
‘Terre Haute, by its Board of Public 
Works, and William H. Ramm, hls asso- 
clates, successors and assigns: 

Item I. That the exclusive right is here- 
by given and granted to William H. 
Ramm, his associates, successors and as- 
signs, for the period of ten (10) years, to 
establish, maintain and operate in ana 
along the streets, and alleys, sidewaiks 
and public parks of the City of Terre 
Haute, Indiana, a system of boxes or re- 
ceptacles contrived and intended for the 
temporary reception and accumulation of 
waste paper, trash and litter. 

Item II. That said boxes or receptacles 
shall be constructed of sheet steel, or of 
other equally desirable metal, in a work- 
manlike manner and shall not be larger 
than the following dimensions, to-wit: The 
said receptacles shall sit upon legs not 
more than eight (8 inches high, the re- 
ceptacle proper shall not be of a helght 
greater than sixty (60) inches in the clear 
and shall have a sign top thereon not 
more than six (6) inches in height. It shall 
not be more than twenty-seven (27) inches 
in the greatest width and eighteen (18) 
inches in the narrowest width. These 
shall be designed and contrived in a suit- 
able manner for the temporary reception 
deposit and accumulation of waste paper 
and other trash and litter liable to be 
thrown upon the streets, but shall not be 
used for the deposit of ashes, water, gar-

bage, animal or vegetables offal. They 
may be placed in and along the» streets, 
alleys and sidewalks of the City. of Terre 
Haute) indiana, at the corners or inter- 
sections of the streets, or other suitable 
places thereon, to be selected by the said 
William H. Ramm, and the number. of 
said boxes shall be not less than fifty (50). 
Provided that said William H. Ramm, his 
Associates, successors or assigns shall 
place at least fifteen of said receptacles 
at suitable places in Collett Park, adjoin- 
ing the city, and under its control, and 
shall place at lenst six (6) of said recep- 
tacles at suitable points in Highland Lawn 
Cemetery, said six receptacles so locatea 
in said Cemetery ta be absolutely free 
from all advertisements or advertising 
matter. 

Item III. That said Willam H. Ramm, 
his associates, successors, and assigns 
shall keep and maintain the boxes and re- 
ceptacles in a neat, clean and sanitary 
condition at all times, and the Clty of 
Terre Haute, Indiana, shall not be made 
liable or held in any sum or for any pur-: 
pose by reason of the establishment and 
maintainance of said system: of boxes and 
receptacles, In consideration of which the 
said William. H. Ramm and his assigns 
shall have the exclusive right and privs- 
lege, for a period of ten (10) years from 
and after this date, to erect and maintain 
such boxes; and shall have and receive for 
and in consideration of and as full com- 
pensation for erecting and maintaining all 
such boxes the exclusive right and 
Bu to place advertisements on said 

xes and receptacles for the benefit of 
himself or assigns; provided, however, 
that no advertisement which is of an im- 
moral or disreputable character shall be 
placed thereon; and provided, further, 
that no advertisements of any character 
or description shall be placed or remain 
upon any of the receptacies located un- 
der this agreement in said Highland Lawn 
Cemetery. 


Item 1V. That said City shall at all 
times and as frequently as shall be neces- 
sary, remove all waste paper and other lit- 
ter that shall be cast and deposited in sald 
boxes and receptacles, in consideration of 
which and the other covenants herein 
mentioned, the said William H. Ramm or 
his associates, successors or assigns shati 
pay to the City of Terre Haute, Indiana, 
between the first day of January and the 
first day of February of each year a sum 
equal to twelve and one half (12%) per 
cent of the gross income received by 
him or them during the preceding year 
from the advertisements. The sald pay- 
ments shall be made quarterly and on or 
before the 20th day of January, Aprii, 
July and October of each year, for the 
quarters immediately preceding, at the 
option of the city, and the grantee or his 
assigns herein shail, if so required by the 
Mayor, accompany said payment of said 
twelve and one half (12%) per cent with 
an itemized statement, duly verified under 
oath, of the total income received from 
said boxes during the respective period or 
perlods, and the City of Terre Haute, In- 
diana, shall have the further right to ex- 
amine the books of account of the said 
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William, H. Ramm, his associates, succes- 
sors and. assigns for the. purpose of ascer- 
taining such gross income, and the amount, 
due the city as herein provided.

Gentlemen:—In regard to the improve. 
ment, maintenance and repair of the vari- 
ous asphalt pavements in this city on 
which the guarantee has expired, we have 
made a rather complete investigation and 
would recommend the following: 

The appropriation of the money asked 
for in our last communication for the pur- 
pose of entering into and carrying out the 
contract as stated in the same. For the 
reasons, that the repair work can be done 
at the same price as is now being done in 
St. Louis, and we see no immediate neces- 
sity for the construction of the asphalt 
plant as recommended in your last meet- 
ing: and further more, we are of the 
opinion that with the limited amount of 
work of that character we will now have 
to do, we will be unable to perform the 
work at the St. Louis figures, and we also 
are of the opinion that several items were 
omitted from the report which we obtain 
ed from St. Louis, for instance, repairs to 
plant and equipment, foreman's salary. 
and many other incidentals which would 
be essential to the performance of the 
work. 

We submit herewlth, a letter from a 
Cincinnati firm who have had consider 
able experience in this class of work, and 
you will, observe from the general tone 
of the letter that such work should be un- 
der the Supervision of those who are well 
acquainted with the nature of it, and that 
the services of a foreman capable of carry- 
ing this work on in a good manner, is one 
hundred dollars ($100.00 per month. It 
would also be necessary to retain such 
foreman continually in order to repair 
the streets as they show evidence of de- 
terioration. 

As to the improvement of south Seventh 
street, we feel that it is as iow a figure as 
can possibly be obtained under the cir- 
cumstances, considering the guarantee of- 
fered, and we will then be assured of the 
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best pavement which can be secured. We 
also feel that the property owners on 
south Seventh street are entitled to some 
voice in the determination of what pave- 
ment is to be used, on account of them be- 
ing the pioneers in street paving and pay- 
ing a high figure which they were then 
compelled to do. 

We respectfully urge you to take the 
steps immediately, as recommended, on 
account of the condition of the street ana 
the tendency to each day increase the 
yardage to be repaired,

Dear Sir:—In reply to yours of the Tth 
inst., we regret that we can not give you 
much encouragement to use Imported 
Rock Asphalt either in powdered form or 
mastic, for street repairs, from the fact 
that the cost is considerable more than 
the various imitations of the Rock as laid 
in this country. On powdered Rock we 
have to pay freight and duty from Europe 
on 100 per cent and on Mastic about 60 per 
cent, while only about 15 per cent of Trini- 
dad or other similar Asphalts are used 
to make the imitation, the balance being 
sand and limestone, on which there is sel- 
dom any freight. 

We believe one and one-half (134) inches 
of Rock Asphalt will last longer than two 
and one-half (2%) inches of Trinidad. A 
complete outfit of pots and tools to lay 
Mastic such as we laid on the Big Four 
platform in your city will cost about 
$750.00, but to do this work requires an ex- 
perienced foreman and helpers. We could 
furnish a competent foreman for $100.00 
per month. 

We estimate the actual cost for one and 
one-half (1%) inch Mastic laid in Terre 
Haute would be from $2.00 to $2.25 per 
square yard. The wearing surface at the 
Big Four depot is only one (1) inch thick. 

There is a strong combination on Street 
Asphalt Paving of all kinds and we are 
not allowed to bid on street work, and 
fear we may be cut off of our supplies if 
we should even furnish the material for 
that purpose. We are willing, however, to 
chance it, and if you do not care to pur- 
chase an outfit at the start, we would un- 
dertake to make the repairs by the yard 
for a time until it was demonstrated to be 
a desirable thing for you to do. Hoping to

To the Honorable Mayor, Common Coun- 
cil and Board of Public Works of the 
City of Terre Haute, Indiana. 
Gentlemen:—We propose to repair the 

asphalt pavement upon south  Beventh 
street from the south line of Wabash ave- 
nue to the north line o? Hulman street, in 
the manner and upon the terma foliowing, 
to-wit: 

We wil! entirely remove the present 
wearing surface and build up the concrete 
foundation to the origina! level with hy- 
draulic-cement concrete with the same 
material ag was used tn the original con- 
struction. Upon this foundation we will 
lay a second or binder course to consist of 
a fine bituminous concrete, composed of 
clean broken stone, siag uc gravel, not ex- 
ceeding one (1) inch in thelr i&rgest dimen- 
sions, thoroughly screened, and asphaltic 
cement made from Trinidad Lake Asphalt. 
The stone, slag or gravel will be heated by 
passing through revolving heaters and 
thoroughly mixed by machinery with the 
asphaltic cement, in the proportion of 
about fifteen gallons of the asphaltic 
cement to one cubic yard of stone, slag or 
gravel. This binder will be hauled to the 
work and spread on the base with hot iron 
rakes, and immediately rammed and 
rolled with hand and steam rollers while 
in & hot and plastic condition, until it has 
a thickness of one and one-half (14) inches 
The upper surface wil be made exactly 
parallel with the surface of the pavement 
to be laid. Upon this base and binder wila 
be lald the wearing surface or pavement 
proper, of Trinided Lake Asphalt, which 
shall be dug or taken directly from the 
“Asphalt Lake," owned by the Govern- 
ment in the Island of Trinidad, on ac~ 
count of its well known and uniform good 
quality; and this asphalt will not be mixew 
or adulterated in any manner with the 
products of coal tar, or of asphalt obtain- 
ed from other localities in the Island of 
Trinidad or elsewhere, or of other inferior 
bituminous materials of any kind. 

The asphalt will be luid on the second or 
binder course in one coat; it will be 
brought to the ground in carts or wagons, 
ata temperature of about 250 degrees 
Fahrenheit; it will then be carefully 
spread, by means of hot iron rakes, ita 
such manner as to give a regular and uni- 
form grade, and to such depth, that after 
having received its ultimate compresslon, 
it will have a thickness of one and one- 
half (116) inches. The surface will then be 
compressed by rollers, after which a small 
amount of hydraulic cement will be swept 
over it, and it will then be thoroughly 
compressed by a steam roller; the roiling 
being continued as long as it makes au 
impression on the surface, 

The pavement will be lald under proper 
official inspection. It will be guaranteed 
for a period of ten (10) years from the 
date when ít ts opened to traffic, and dur- 
ing said period all defects in the pavement 
due to its proper use as a roadway will be 
repaired and made good without addition - 
al expense. 

For the furnishing of the satd material 
and the performing of work and labor we 
are to receive the sum of One Dollar ana 
Ten cents ($1.10) per square yard for each

and every square yard of pavement so rẹ- 
paired and laid, to be paid to us in cash 
upon the completian of same. 

Upon the acceptance of the proposition 
herewith submitted, we are prepared ta 
and will enter into a legal and binding 
contract with the City, and will furnish a 
Surety Company Bond for the faithful 
performance of the contract on our part.

2d. All unnecessary material will be re- 
moved from the ‘street; soft or spongy 
places, not affording a firm foundation, 
will be dug out and refilled with good 
earth, well rammed, and the entire road- 
bed will be thoroughly rolled. 


FOUNDATION. 


3rd. Upon the roadbed thus prepared 
wil! be laid a bed of hydraulic cement- 
concrete, five (5) inches in thickness, to be 
made as follows: 

One measure of American cement, equal 
to the best quality of freshly burned 
Rosendale cement, and two of clean, sharp 
sand wil! be thoroughly mixed dry,and 
then made into a mortar with the least 
possible amount of water; broken stone, 
brick, slag or gravel thoroughly cleaned 
from dirt, drenched with water, but can-

Shortly 
thereafter, each railroad company presen- 
ted separate propositions which were 
withdrawn, and afterwards, to-wit, on the 
8th day of June, 1900, both railroad com- 
panies submitted a proposition accompan- 
ted by a joint letter, which !s as follows: 
To the Joint Committee of the Common 

Council of the City of Terre Haute: 

Gentlemen:—Since the adjournment of 
your meeting of June 1st the two rallroad 
companies in accordance with the wishes 
then expressed by members of your com- 
mittee have adjusted the differences be- 
tween them in relation to the entry of the 
Southern Indiana Railway Company into 
the City of Terre Haute, and have agreed 
as between themselves as to the propor- 
tion that each shall pay of the entire cost 
of the construction of a viaduct and its 
approaches upon Ohio street, and as to 
the payment of damages to owners of real 
estate abutting on Ohio street between 
Ninth and a half and Eleventh 
streets on account thereof, and now here- 
by unite in submitting and asking the pas- 
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sage of the ordinance now presented. Such 
ordinance and the plans and specifications 
therein referred to being intended as a 
substitute for the respective propositions 
heretofore submitted by each of us.

The memorandum of proposition by the 
Evansville and Terre Haute  Hallroad 
Company, is as follows: 


Evansville, Ind, June S, 1900. 
To the Joint Committee of the Common 

Council of the City of Terre Haute, Ind: 

Gentlemen:—In considering a proposition 
to construct a viaduct at Ohlo street 
across the tracks and yards of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute and Southern Indi- 
ana Railway Companies, two conditions 
confront us that I believe this committee 
will agree are arbitrary and must be taken 
into consideration in a spirit of compro- 
mise and a desire to harmonize there- 
with, to-wit: 

First: The approaches should not extend 
beyond Nine and one-half and Eleventh 
:Streets; 

Second, The viaduct must be of suffi- 
elent height to enable the railway com- 
panies to safely and successfully operate 
under it. 

The Evansville and Terre Haute Rail- 
way Company submits the following pro- 
position for a crossing by viaduct over its 
tracks and yards in the city of Terre 
Haute at Ohio street; 

First:—The E. and T. H. Company pro- 
poses to construct a viaduct, with ap- 
proaches thereto, substantially as outlined 
herein under the conditions set forth in 
the ordinance herewith submitted free of 
cost to the city and when . constructed, 
turn the same over to the city for a per- 
petual crossing over {ts tracks and yards 
on the grade of said viaduct and ap- 
proaches. 

Second:—Said viaduct and approaches to 
be made of steel and iron, except as pro- 
vided hereinafter, and of strength suffi- 
cient to sustain a rolling load of 100 
pounds to the square foot besides the 
welght of the structure, thirty feei road- 
way, with a five foot walk on each aside, 
protected by iron railing. The floor of 
roadway to be of oak planking, on which 
shall be laid cedar blocks, conforming to 
what is generally known as Nicholson 
paving. The sidewalks to be of oak 
planking. Generally speaking the specifi- 
cations are those known as Cooper's plans 
and specifications for viaducts and high- 
way bridges. 

Third:—The E. and T. H. and S. I. com- 
panies will walve any and all damages to 
property owned or controlled by them and 
wil pay any and all damages to property 
abutting on Ohio street between Nine and 
one-half and Eleventh streets, except the 
property about one hundred (100) feet on 
the north side of. Ohio street and west of 
E. and T. H. property line known as the 
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Hulman property occupied by a building. 

Fourth:—It is proposed that the viaduct 
at the west line of the E. and T. H. prop- 
erty be 20 feet high, and 18 feet high 80 
feet west thereof. The city to permit the 
Southern Indiana Company to depress its 
west tracks across Ohio street under the 
viaduct if necessary to obtain this height 
and maintain the grade of approaches as 
thereafter mentioned. This height is 
made possible at this point, by reason of 
Nine and one-half street being about six 
feet higher than the west lineof the E. and 
T. H. property. That the west approach 
begin at or near, the east line of Nine and 
one-half street, and that, if practicable, 
the approach conform to a grade of five 
and one-half feet to the hundred feet. 

Fifth:—It is proposed that the viaduct 
at the east line of the €. and T. H. prop- 
eriy be 18 feet h!gh, and that the approach 
begin at, or near, the west line of Elev- 
enth street, and that, ag near as practica- 
ble, it conform to a gr3de/of five and one- 
half feet to the hundred feet, "To enable 
this grade line to be worked out, the city 
should provide for the crowning of Elev- 
enth street two or three feet at the inter- 
section of Ohio street, the E. and T. H. 
Co., to depress its east two or three stub 
tracks one and one-nalf feet, if necessary, 
to obtaln required height for safe opera- 
tion. 

Síxth:—It is proposed that the first 
eighty feet of east and west ends of the 
approaches, shall be carried between walls 
of vitrifled brick with stone coping. From 
this point the appronches nre to be steel 
and iron resting upon stone pedestals, 
thus permitting teams, pedestrians and 
trains to pass under the approaches, upon 
either side of said yards. 

This proposition to remain open —— days 
from June 8th, 1900. In the meantime all 
pending litigation to remain in status quo.

cross certain streets and alleys. 

Whereas, Ohio street nas never been es- 
tablished, dedicated, or opened across the 
railroad yard and property of the Evans- 
ville and. Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
and condemnation proceedings are now 
pending in the United States Circuit court 
for the District of Indiana, at Indianapo- 
lis, wherein and whereby the City of Terre 
Haute is seeking to establish and extend 
such street across the yard and property 
of said railroad company. at grade; and, 

WHEREAS, Demus Deming has made a 
written proposition to the city, agreeing 
to convey to the city a free public library 
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site, and erect thereon, s: his own expense 

a free public library, on the condition that 

the city will extend Ohlo street over the 

yard and property of the Evansville and 

Terre Haute Railroad (company, by estab- 

‘ishing, or accepting, a viadutt over such 

railroad property; and it is desirable that 

the city acquire such free pubHe library; 
an 

WHEREAS, The Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company has, by a pro- 
position tn writing, sub«itted to the Com- 
mon Council of the city cf Terre Haute 
agreed to construct a viaduct, with ap- 
proaches thereto, free at cost to the city 
and turn the same over to the city for a 
perpetual crossing ovcr the yard and 
property of the Evansvilic and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, und the tracks 
ef the Southern Indian. Railway Com- 
pany to be laid across Ohio street; and 
the Southern Indians keilway Company 
has likewise submitted & proposition 
in writing to said joint committee propos- 
ing under certain condiliens to contribute 
to the expense of such viaduct and said 
companies have agreed us between them- 
Belves-u8 to the apportionment of the cost 
of construction of such vieduct and as to 
payment and release of ali damages to 
abutting property owner on Ohio street 
between Ninth and one-nalf and Eleventh 
streets, excepting as to damages to the 
land occupied and covereá by the Hulman 
building, and have agreed to waive any 
and all damages to property owned or con- 
trolled by them respectively accruing by 
reason of the construction of such viaduct, 
and the approaches thereto; and, 

WHEREAS, The said Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company has sub- 
mitted plans, specifications and drawings 
for such proposed viuduct, which are now 
on file in the office of the city clerk of this 
city; and which are acceptable to the city 
of Terre Haute; and, 

WHEREAS, It is deemed expedient that 
the city of Terre Haute enter Into a con- 
tract with the railroad companies, bind- 
ing Itself to accept the proposed viaduct, 
when completed, on the terme and condi- 
tions embodied in the proposition of said 
railrond companies and thereafter main- 
tain the same. 

Therefore be it ordained by the Common 
Council of the City of Terre Haute, Ind.: 
SECTION 1.—The City oi Terre Haute 

hereby agrees and binds itself to recept, 
when completed, the viaduct proposed to 
be built over the railroad yard and prop- 
erty of the Evansvilie and Terre Haute 
Railroad Company and the tracks of the 
Southern indiana  Rallway Company, 
whenever such viaduct and approaches 
shall be constructed and paid forinaccord- 
ance with the plans, specifications. and 
drawings of such structure now on file in 
the office of the city clerk of (his city. 

SECTION 2.— The plans, specifications, 
and drawings for the proposed viaduct, 
now on file in the office of the city clerk 
of this city, are hereby referred to, adopt- 
ed and made part of this ordinance, as if 
embodied herein. 

SECTION 3.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees and binds itself, upon itg 
acceptance of such viaduct and approach- 
es, to thereafter perpetually maintain the 
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same, at its own cost and expenses, and 
to assume and exercise full and complete 
control of and jurisdiction over the said 
viaduct and approaches as and for a pub- 
lie street, and as and for the extension 
and continuation of Ohio street, between 
the east nnd western property lines of the 
railroad yard and property of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
as now estab!ished and maintained. 

SECTION 4.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees anc binds itself to reduce 
the width of the sidewalks constituting a 
part of Ohio street on elther side of the 
‘yard of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Ratiroad Company, parallel to the ap- 
proaches, at either end of the viaduct, so 
as to give ample room between the ap- 
proaches and sidewalks, if necessary to do 
80, to make a free and adequate passage 
way for teams and vehlcles; and to per- 
petually maintain such free and adequate 
passageway for teams and vehicles, to the 
property line of the Evansville and "Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, on the east 
and west sides thereof. 

SECTION 65.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees and binds itself to institute 
and prosecute, in its own name, all such 
condemnation or other proceedings, at 
law, or otherwise, in and before all neces- 
sary tribunals and courts, to effectually 
carry out the spirit and intent of the 
agreement embodied and contemplated by 


this ordinance; provided, however that 
the railroad company requesting such 
proceedings shall fully indemnify and 


save the city free and harmless from all 
fees, costs, expenses, charges and liabil- 
ity incurred In and about such proceed- 
ings; Provided, further, that all steps in 
the actual construction of a viaduct and 
approaches in Ohio street and over and 
across Tenth and-one-half street shall be 
taken in the name of and under the au- 
thority of the city of Terre Haute. 

SECTION 6.—The city of Terre Haute 
agrees and binds itself to pass all neces- 
«ary and appropriate ordinances, and to 
take all necessary corporate action, to 
make the agreement embodied In and con- 
templated by this ordinance of full legal 
force and effect. 

SECTION 7.—The Mayor of the city of 
Terre Haute is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered, and directed to enter into and exe- 
cute, for and in the name and behalf of 
sald city, al! such contracts, stipulations 
and agreements as the city attorney may 
approve, as may be appropriate ang nec- 
essary to effectuate and give full legal 
force and effect to the agreement embod- 
ied in and contemplated by this ordinance. 

SECTION 8.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby grants to the Southern Indiana 
Railway Company, the immediate right 
to lay one or more additional tracks across 
Ohio street, between Ninth and-one-half 
street and the lands of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company under 
such proposed viaduct; also one or more 
additional tracks along and upon the al- 
leys intervening between Popiar street 


and Wabash avenue east of Ninth and- 
one-half street and west of the lands of 
the Evansvllle and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company; also the right to lay one or 
more additional tracks across Washington 
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avenue between the east line of Four- 
teenth street and the right of way of the 
Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company; also the right to lay one or 
more additional tracks across Hulman 
street between the east line of Four- 
teenth street produced or extended to the 
right of way of the Evansvilie and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company. 

SECTION 9.—The first condition of the 
ordinance of April 27. 1900, granting cer- 
tain street rights to the Southern Indiana 
Railroad Company is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 10.—The ordinance now pend- 
ing before the Common Council granting 
to the Evansville and Terre Haute Rail- 
road Company the right to change a track 
in Thirteenth street shall be passed by 
said city, and the right is hereby granted 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company to lay one additional track over 
Coliege and Washington streets in said 
city within 20 feet of its tracks as now lo- 
cated. 

SECTION 11.—It is the purpose and in- 
tention of the Common Council of the 
City of Terre Haute, in passing this ordin- 
ance, and it is hereby declared, that upon 
the written acceptance of the provisione 
and terms thereof, filed with the city 
clerk of this city, within ten days from 
this date, by the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company and the South- 
ern Indiana Railway Company, this ordin- 
ance, with such acceptances, shall be and 
constitute a contract by and between the 
parties hereto, without any further or ad- 
ditional action, steps or proceedings: Pro- 
vided, however, That if, in the opinion of 
the attorney of the city and of said rail- 
road companies, it shall be deemed expedi- 
ent and appropriate that formal written 
contracts, or stipulations, by and between 
the parties hereto, or any of them, shall 
be necessary and appropriate to more ef- 
fectually carry out and accomplish the 
purposes and undertakings set forth in 
and contemplated by this ordinance, then 
full power and authority are hereby giv- 
en and granted unto and conferred upon 
the Mayor of this city, by and with the ad- 
vice of the city attorney, to make andexe- 
cute, in the name and behalf of the city 
of Terre Haute, all such other and further 
contracts and stipulations as may be ap- 
propríate and necessary in the premises. 

SEC'TION 12.—Upon the written accep- 
tance of the terms and provisions of this 
ordinance by the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company and the South- 
ern Indiana Rallway Company, the suits 
now pending in the United States Circuit 
court for the District of Indiana, at Indi- 
anapolis, wherein the city of Terre Haute 
and the Evansville and Terre Haute Rail- 
road Company and Farmers' Loan and 
Trust Company are parties, in relation to 
the opening of Ohio street over the yard 
and property of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, are to be dis- 
missed, each party paying the costs made 
by it, and the injunction bond given there- 
in by the Farmers' Loan and Trust Com- 
pany shall by such dismissal be released. 

SECTION 13.—Nothing herein contained 
shall be construed, directly or indirectly, 
to authorize the location of Ohio street at 
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grade over and acros- ‘he yard and prop- 
erty of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad Company, cr to reduce the grade 
of said street upon said viaduct as estab- 
lished thereon to any lower grade, so as 
to affect, or injure, the use of said yard for 
rallroad purposes, or to affect or injure, 
the use of any tracks of the Southern In- 
diana Railway Company under said via- 
duct, or the west app:oach thereto; and in 
case any attempt in the future shall be 
made by or in behaif of the city of Terre 
Haute, either to lower the grade of said 
street below the grade established on such 
viaduct, or to extend Chio street through 
the said railroad yard, at grade, in any 
such event, the rights of the said railroad 
companies, respectively, to compensation 
for any such lowering of grade, or exten- 
sion of street, if the same shallin any 
event be made, shai! be, remain, and exist 
according to law, in the same manner as 
if no such viaduct had ever been establish- 
ed, or any street had been opened, upon 
the grade of such viaduct. 

SECTION 14.—An emergency is hereby 
declared to exist for the immediate taking 
effect of this ordinance. The same shall 
therefore take effect and be in full force 
from and after its passage. 

That your committee considered this let- 
ter, proposition and ordinance and found 
many objectionable features therein, and 
especially objected io the part of Sectiom 
Eighth, which asks for additional tracks 
over and along streets and alleys other 
than Ohio street, which said part of said 
section eight, is as follows: 

Also one or more additional tracks along 
and upon the alleys intervening between 
Poplar street and Wabash avenue east of 
Ninth and one-half street and west of 
the land of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, also the right 
to lay one or more additional tracks 
across Washington avenue between the 
east line of Fourteenth street andtheright 
of way of the Evanaville and Terre Haute 
Railroad Company; also the right to lay 
one or more additional tracks across Hul- 
man street between the east line of Four- 
teenth street produced or extended to the 
right of way of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company. 

The following provision of Section elght 
“also the right to lay one or more addi- 
tional tracks across Washington avenue 
between the east line of Fourteenth street 
and the right of way of the Evansville 
and Terre Haute Railroad Company,” 
would give the Southern Indiana Railway 
Company the power to lay about twenty- 
seven (27) tracks in addition to the num- 
ber already permitted to be laid across 
said street by the ordinance passed and 
franchise granted to said railroad com- 
pany by the City Council on the 27th day 
of April, 1900. 

The following provision of section elght 
“also the right to lay one or more addi- 
tional tracks across Hulman street be- 
tween the east line of Fourteenth street 
produced and extended and the right of 
way of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroag Company," would give the said 
Southern Indiana Railroad Company the 
right to construct across said streets 
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about thirty-nine (28) tracks in addition 
to the number of tracks permitted to be 
laid by the ordinance and franchise of the 
date 27th day of April, 1300. 

The Southern Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany already has the right to lay one or 
more additional tracks in the space of 105 
feet across Washington avenue which 
would enable them to lay seven (7) tracks 
and in addition they have the right to lay 
a track adjacent to the track of the 
Evansville and Terre líaute Rallroad 
Company; in all, they have the right to 
lay eight (8) tracks across Washington 
avenue. 

The said Southern Indiana Company al- 
ready has the right to lay a like number 
of tracks across Hulman street in the 
space of 105 feet. : 

If the demands of the Southern Indiana 
Railroad Company made jointly with the 
Evansville and Terre Fíaute Railroad 
Company respecting the right to lay ad- 
ditional tracks on Washington avenue and 
Hulman street are granted by this Hon- 
orable Body, the Southern Indlana Rall- 
way Company would have the power to 
practically destroy these two street cros- 
sings and convert Washington avenue for 
the space of five hundred (500) feet into a 
railroad yard, and Hulman street fora 
space of seven hundred (700) feet into a 
railroad yard. 


WE ALSO OBJECT "O SECTION 10 
OF SAID ORDINANCE, WHICH IS AS 
FOLLOWS: 

“The ordinance now pending before the 
Common Council granting to the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company 
the right to change a track In Thirteenth 
street shall be passed by sald city, and 
the right is hereby granted the Evansville 
and Terre Haute Halirood Company to 
lay one additional track over College and 
Washington streets in said city within 20 
feet of its tracks as now located.” 

This would impose an additional burden 
at the street crossing mentioned. These 
streets are already heavily encumbered 
with railroad crossings. Your committee 
deemed it wholly inadvisable to make any 
such concessions to either of the railroad 
companies for the purpose of getting a 
viaduct at Ohio street, and your commit- 
tee are further of the opinion that all 
other matters should be eliminated from 
the negotiations between the city and said 
railroad companies, excepting such mat- 
ters as relate directly to the Ohio street 
crossing. 

In accordance with these views, your 
committee communicated with each of 
said railroad companies, as follows:

:—The committee on ordin- 


ances, and special committee of the Coun- 
cil, to consider the matter of opening 
Ohio street, have examined the ordinance 
submitted by the Southern Indiana and

circumstances would said committee agree

Second, The viaduct must be of suffi- 
elent height to enable the railway com- 
panies to safely and successfully operate 
under it. 

The Evansville and Terre Haute Rall- 
way Company submits the following pro- 
position for a crossing by viaduct over its 
tracks and yards in the city of Terre 
Haute at Ohio street; 

First:—The E. and T. H. Company pro- 
poses to construct a viaduct, with ap- 
proaches thereto, substantially as outlined 
herein under the conditions set forth in 
the ordinance herewith submitted free of 
cost to the city and when constructed, 
turn the same over to the city for a per- 
petual crossing over its tracks and yards 
on the grade of said viaduct and ap- 
proaches. 

Second :—Said viaduct and approaches to 
be made of steel and iron, except as pro- 
vided hereinafter, and of strength suffi- 
cient to sustain a rolling load of 100 
pounds to the square foot besides the 
weight of the structure, thirty feet road- 
way, with a five foot walk on each side, 
protected by iron railing. The floor of 
roadway to be of oak planking, on which 
ghall be laid cedar blacks, conforming to 
what is generally known as Nicholson 
paving. The s!dewalks to be of oak 
planking. Generally speaking the apecifi- 
cations are those known as Cooper's plans 
and specifications for viaducts and high- 
way bridges. 

Third:—The E. and T. H. ang S. I. com- 
panies wil waive any and all damages to 
property owned or controlled by them and 
will pay any and all damages to property 
abutting on Ohio street between Nine and 
one-half and Eleventh streets, except the 
property about one hundred (100) feet on 
the north side of Ohio street and west of 
E. and T. H. property line known as the 
Hulman property occupied by a building. 

Fourth:—It is proposed that the viaduct 
at the west line of the E. and T. H. prop- 
erty be 20 feet high. and 18 feet high 80 
feet west thereof. The city to permit tha 
fouthern Indiana Company to depress its 
west tracks across Ohio street under the 
viaduct if necessary to obtain this height 
«nd maintain the grade of approaches as 
thereafter mentioned. This height is 


made possible at this point, by reason of 
Wine and one-half street being about six 
feet higher than the west lineof the E. and 
That the west approach 


T. H. property. 
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begin at or near, the east line of Nine and 
one-half street, and that, if practicable, 
the approach conform to a grade of five 
and one-half feet to the hundred feet. 

Fifth:—It is proposed that the viaduct 
at the east line of the E. and T. H. prop- 
erty be 18 feet high, and that the approach 
begin at, or near, the west line of Elev- 
enth street, and that, as near as practica- 
ble, it conform to a grade of five and one- 
half feet to the hundred feet. To enable 
this grade line to be worked out, the city 
should provide for the crowning of Elev- 
enth street two or three feet at the inter- 
section of Ohio street. the E. and T. H. 
Co., to depress its east two or three stub 
tracks one and one-half feet, if necessary, 
to obtain required height for safe opera- 
tion. 

Sixth:—It is proposed that the first 
eighty feet of east and west ends of the 
approaches, shall be carrled between walls 
of vitrified brick with stone coping. From 
this point the approaches are to be steel 
and iron resting upon stone pedestals, 
thus permitting teams, pedestrians and 
trains to pass under the approaches, upon 
either side of said yards. 

This proposition to remain open — days 
from June 8th, 1%0. In the meantime all 
pending litigation to remain in status quo.

An ordinance providing for the settie- 
ment of certain litigation between the city 
of Terre Haute and the Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company, making 
provision for the construction of a viaduct 
over railroad tracks on Ohio street, and 
&ranting the right to the Southern Indi- 
ana Raliway Company and the Evansville 
and Terre Haute Railroad Company to 
cross certain streets and alleys. 

Whereas, Ohio street has never been es- 
tablished, dedicated, or opened across the 
railroad yard and property of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
&nd condemnation proceedings are now 
pending in the United States Clrcuit court 
for the District of Indiana, at Indianapo- 
lis, wherein and whereby the City of Terre 
Haute is seeking to establish and extend 
such Street across the yard and property 
of said rallroad company, at grade; and, 

WHEREAS, Demas Deming has made a 
written proposition to the city, agreeing 
to convey to the city a free publie library 
site, and erect thereon, at his own expense 
a free public library, on the condition that 
the city will extend Ohio street over the 
yard and property of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company, by estab- 
lishing, or accepting, a viaduct over such 
railroad property; and it is gesirable that 
Ea acquire such free public library: 

WHEREAS, The Evansville and T 
Haute Rallroad Company has, by a BEA 
position in writing, submitted to the Com- 
mon Council of the city of Terre Haute 
agreed to construct a viaduct, with ap- 
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proaches thereto, fr-» of cost to the city 
and turn the same over io the city for a 
perpetual crossing over the yard ana 
property of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, and the tracks 
of the Southern Indian. Railway Com- 
pany to be laid across Ohio street; and 
the Southern Indian: Railway Company 
has likewise submitied a proposition 
in writing to said joint committee propos- 
ing under certain conditions to contribute 
to the expense of such viaduct and said 
companies have agreed as between them- 
selves as to the appertionment of the cost 
of construction of such viaduct and as to 
payment and releas^ of al! damages to 
abutting property owners on Ohio street 
between Ninth and one-half and Eleventh 
streets, excepting as to damages to the 
land occupied and covered by the Hulman 
building, and have agreed to waive any 
and all damages to property owned or con- 
trolled by them respectively accruing by 
ceason of the construction of such viaduct, 
and the approaches thereto; and, 

WHEREAS, The said Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company has sub- 
mitted plans, specifications and drawings 
for such proposed viaduct, which are now 
on file In the office of the city clerk of this 
city, &nd which are acceptable to the city 
of Terre Haute: and, 

WHEREAS, It is Geemed expedient that 
the city of Terre Haute enter into a con- 
tract with the raiircad companies, bind- 
ing itself to accept the proposed vladuct, 
when completed, on the terms and condi- 
tionN embodied in the proposition of said 
railroad companies and thereafter main- 
tain the same. 

Therefore he it ordained by the Common 
Council! of the City of Terre Haute, Ind.: 
SECTION 1.—The City of Terre Haute 

hereby agrees and binds itself to accept, 
when completed, the viaduct proposed to 
be bullt over the raiiroad yard and prop- 
erty of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad Company and the tracks of the 
Bouthern Indiana Railway Company, 
whenever such viaduct and approaches 
shall be constructed and paid forinaccord- 
ance with the plans, specifications, and 
drawings of such structure now on file in 
the office of the city clerk of this city. 

SECTION 2.— The plans, specifications, 
and drawings for the proposed viaduct, 
now on file in the otTice of the city clerk 
of this city, are hereby referred to, adopt- 
ed and made part of this ordinance, as if 
embodied herein. 

SECTION 3.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees and binds itself, upon ite 
acceptance of such viaduct and approach- 
es, to thereafter perpetually maintain the 
same, at its own cost and expenses, and 
to assume and exercise full and complete 
control of and jurisdiction over the sald 
viaduct and approaches as and for a pub- 
Me street, and as and for the extension 
and continuation of Ohio street, between 
the east and western property lines of the 
«allroad yard and property of the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company, 
as now established and maintained. 

SECTION 4.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees and binds itself to reduce 
the width of the sidewalks constituting a

SECTION 5.—The city of Terre Haute 
hereby agrees and binds itszi? to institute 
and prosecute, in its own mame, all such 
condemnation or other proceedings, at 
law, or otherwise, in and ^-7ore all neces- 
gary tribunals and courts, to effectually 
carry out the spirit and intent of the 
agreement embodied and cuiitemplated by 


this ordinance; provided, however that 
the railroad company rejuesting such 
proceedings shall fully indemnify and 
save the city free and h ss from all 
fees, costs, expenses, chirses and liabil- 
ity incurred in and abou! sish proceed- 


ings; Provided, further, that all steps in 
the actual construction 9% a viaduct and 
approaches in Ohio street! «anā over and 
«cross Tenth and-one-hali street shall be 
taken in the name of and under the au- 
thority of the city of Terr: Haute. 

SECTION 6.—The city .? Terre Haute 
agrees and binds itself to p 
wary and appropriate ordinances, and to 
take all necessary corpdruiec action, to 
make the agreement embodled in and con- 
templated by this ordinance of full legal 
€orce and effect. 

BECTION 7.—The Mayor of the city of 
Terre Haute is hereby authorized, empow- 
ered, and directed to enter into and exe- 
cute, for and In the name and behalf of 
said city, all such contracts. stipulations 
and agreements as the city «\torney may 
approve, as may be apprópr!5;» ang nec- 
essary to effectuate and give full legal 
force and effect to the agreement embod- 
ied !n and contemplated by this ordinance. 

SECTION 8—The city of Terre Hbute 
hereby grants to the Southern Indiana 
Railway Company, the immediate right 
to lay one or more additional tracksacross 
Ohio street, between Ninth and-one-half 
atreet and the lands of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute Railroad Company under 
such” proposed viaduct; also one or more 
additional tracks along and upon the al- 
leys intervening’ between Poplar street 
end Wabhsh avenué east of Ninth and- 
one-half street' and west of the lands of 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Rallroad 
Company: also the right to lay one or 
more amtitlonal] tracks across Washington 
a&venué^betweéen the east line of Tour- 
teenth street and the rfght of wav of the 
Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company; also the right to lay one or 
more! additftnal tracks across Hulman 
street between the east line of Four- 
teenth stréét ‘produced or extended to the 
right of way of the Evansviile and Terre 
Haute*Raliroad Company. 

SECTION: 9.—The first condition of the 
ordinance of April 27. 1900. granting cer- 
tain street rights to the Southern Indiana 
Railroad Company is hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 10.—The ordinance now pend- 
ing before the Common Council granting 
to the Evansville and Terre Haute Rail- 
road Company the right to change a trach 
in Thirteenth street shall be passed by 
said city, and the right is hereby granted 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company to lay one additional track over 
College and Washington streets in said 
city within 20 feet of its tracks as now lo- 
cated. 

SECTION 11.—It is the purpose and in- 
tention of the Common Council of the 
City of Terre Haute, in passing this ordin- 
ance, and it is hereby declared, that upon 
the written acceptance of the provisione 
and terms thereof, filed with the city 
clerk of this city, within ten days from 
this date, by the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company and the South- 
ern Indiana Railway Company, this ordin- 
ance, with such acceptances, shall be and 
constitute a contract by and between the 
parties hereto, without any further or ad- 
ditional action, steps or proceedings: Pro- 
vided, however, That if, in the opinion of 
the attorney of the city and of said rail- 
road companies, it shall be deemed expedi- 
ent and appropriate that formal written 
contracts, or stipulations, by and between 
the parties hereto, or any of them, shall 
be necessary and appropriate to more ef- 
fectually carry out and accomplish the 
purposes and undertakings set forth in 
and contemplated by this ordinance, then 
full power and authority are hereby glIv- 
en and granted unto and conferred upon 
the Mayor of this city, by and with the ad- 
vice of the city attorney, to make and exe- 
cute, In the name and behalf of the city 
of Terre Haute, all such other and further 
contracts and stipulations as may be ap- 
propriate and necessary in the premises: 

SEC''ION 12.-Upon the written accep- 
tance or the terms and provistons of thia 
ordinance by the Evansville and Terra 
Haute Railroad Company and the South- 
etn Indiana Railway Company, thd sült& 
now pending, in. the United’ States Circuit 
court for the District of Indiana, at Indi- 
anapolls, wherein the city of Terre Hatüté 
and the'Ipvansvllle and Terre Haute Rail- 
raad Company and Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company are parties, in rélation to 
the opening of Qhio street aver the yard 
and property of the Evansville and Tèrra 
Haute Rallroad. Company, are to be dis 
missed, each, party paying the costs made 
by it, and the injunction bond given there- 
in by the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, shall by such dismissal be released. 

SECTION 13,—Nothing herein contained 
shall be cóngtrued, directly or indirectly, 
td authorize tne location of Ohio street at 
gtade over and across the yard and prop“. 
erty of the Evansville and Terre Hauta, 
R&flroad Company, or to reduce the grada 
of said street, upon said viaduct as estab- 
lished: thereon to any lower grade, so a& 
to affect, or injure, the use of said vard for. 
rallróad purposes, or to affect or injure, 
the use of any tracks of the Southern Irn- 
diàna Railway, Company under sald via- 
duct, of the west approach thereto; and in. 
case any attempt in the future shall be 
made by or in behalf of the city of Terre. 
Hulute, either to lower the grade of said 
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street below the grade established on such 
viaduct, or to extend Ohio street through 
the said railroad yard, at grade, in any 
such event, the rights of the said railroad 
companies, respectively, to compensation 
for any such lowering of grade, or exten- 
sion of street, if the same shall in any 
event be made, shall be, remain, and exist 
according to law, in the same manner as 
if no such viaduct had ever been establish- 
ed, or any street had been opened, upon 
the grade of such viaduct. 

SECTION 14.—An emergency is hereby 
declared to exist for the immediate taking 
effect of this ordinance. The same shall 
therefore take effect and be in full force 
from and after its passage. 

That your committee considered this let- 
ter, proposition and ordinance and found 
many objectionable features therein, and 
especially objected to the part of Section 
Eighth, which asks for additional tracks 
over and along streets and alleys other 
than Ohio street, which said part of said 
section eight, is as follows: 

Also one or more additional tracks along 
and upon the alleys intervening between 
Poplar street and Wabash avenue east of 
Ninth and one-half street and west of 
the land of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company, also the right 
to lay one or more additional tracks 
across Washington avenue between the 
east line of Fourteenth street and theright 
of way of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroad Company; also the right to lay 
one or more additional tracks across Hul- 
man street between the east line of Four- 
teenth street produced or extended to the 
right of way of the Evansville and Terre 
Haute Railroad Company. 

The following provision of Section eight 
"also the right to lay one or more addi- 
tional tracks across Washington avenue 
between the east line of Fourteenth street 
and the right of way of the Evansville 
and Terre Haute Railroad Company,” 
would give the Southern Indiana Railway 
Company the power to lay about twenty- 
Seven (27) tracks in addition to the num- 
ber already permitted to be laid across 
said street by the ordinance passed and 
franchise granted to said railroad com- 
pany by the City Council on the 27th day 
of April, 1900. 

The following provision of section eight 
“also the right to lay one or more addi- 
tional tracks across Hulman street be‘ 
tween the east line of Fourteenth street 
produced and extended and the right of 
way of the Evansville and Terre Haute 
Railroag Company," would give the said 
Southern Indiana Railroad Company the 
right to construct across said streets 
about thirty-nine (39) tracks in addition 
to the number of tracks permitted to he 
laid by the ordinance and franchise of the 
date 27th day of April, 1900. 

The Southern Indiana Railroad Com- 
pany already has the right to lay one or 
more additional tracks in the space of 105 
feet across Washington avenue which 
would enable them to lay seven (7) tracke 
and in addition they have the right to lay 
a track adjacent tó the track of the 
Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company; in all, they have the right to 
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lay eight (8) tracks across 
avenpne. 

The said Southern Indiana Company al- 
ready has the right to lay a like number 
of tracks across Hulman street in the 
space of 105 feet. 

If the demands of the Southern Indiana 
Railroad Company made jointly with the 
Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Company respecting the right to lay ad- 
ditional tracks on Washington avenue and 
Hulman street are granted by this Hon- 
orable Body, the Southern Indiana Rail- 
way Company would have the power to 
practically destroy these two street cros- 
sings and convert Washington avenue for 
the space of five hundred (500) feet into à 
railroad yard, and Hulman street fora 
space of seven hundred (700 feet into a 
railroad yard. 


WE ALSO OBJECT TO SECTION i0 
OF SAID ORDINANCE, WHICH IS AS 
FOLLOWS: 


“The ordinance now pending before the 
Common Council granting to the Evans- 
ville and Terre Haute Railroad Company 
the right to change a track in Thirteenth 
street shall be passed by said city, and 
the right is hereby granted the Evansville 
and Terre Haute Railroad Company to 
lay one additional track over College and 
"Washington streets in said city within 20 
feet of its tracks as now located.” 

This would impose an additional burden 
at the street crossing mentioned. These 
streets are already heavily encumbered 
with railroad crossings. Your committee 
deemed it wholly inadvisable to make any 
such concessions to either of the railroad 
companies for the purpose of getting a 
viaduct at Ohio street, and your commit- 
tee are further of the opinion that all 
other matters should be eliminated from 
the negotiations between the city and said 
railroad companies, excepting such mat- 
tets as relate directly to the Ohio street 
crossing. 

In accordance with these views, your 
committee communicated with each of 
said railraad companies, as follows:

:—The committee on ordin- 


ances, and special committee of the Coun- 
cil, to consider the matter of opening 
Ohio street, have examined the ordinance 
submitted by the Southern Indiana and 
the Evansville and Terre Haute Railroad 
Companies, and without intimating what 
said committee may decide upon as to the 
advisability of operating Ohio street by a 
viaduct. beg leave to say that under no 
cireumstances would said committee agree 
to consider the laying of tracks on streets 
ether than Ohio street, as there is no con- 
nection between the operating of Ohto 
etreet with a viaduct and the granting of 
the right of way over streets other than 
Ohio street, in the city of Terre Haute 
This committee has heretofore notifled the 
eaid railroad companies that the com- 
mittee would not recommend the payment 
of any damages by the city, to persons 
whose property might be injured by the 
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building of a viaduct. This committee is 
not in favor of the city maintaining the 
viaduct, and will recommend that the 
railroad companies maintain the same at 
their own expense. The committee also 
rejects “whereas” No. 1 and No. 2, and de- 
sires a change In the verbage of several 
sections of the ordinance as well as to the 
rest of the ''whereases." If the railroad 
companies desire to submit a new ordin- 
ance for the consideration of this commit- 
tee, the same could be received on Friday 
evening, June 15, 1900. The committee has 
not examined the plans and examinations, 
and will not, until such time as the mat- 
ters pertaining to streets other than Ohio 
street are eliminated from the ordinance.

Gentlemen.—Since we have had charge 
of the City Crematory, we have found 
that the position of superintendent of the 
crematory requires a man who is à. prac- 
tical furnace man, and who has a thor- 
ough knowledge of furnaces and of the 
manner in which a furnace should be ope- 
rated and taken care of, and who, also, 
knows how to repair the same when it 
gets out of order. 

It is our belief that the City has ‘paid 
out many a dollar for the repair of the 
crematory which would not have been 
paid out, had there been a man in charge 
of the crematory who was able to take 
care of and repair it. 

We find that we cannot obtain the ser- 
vices of such a man, at the rate of forty- 
five dollars per month, and believing that 
it would he to the best interests of the 
city to place a practical furnace man in 
the position, a man who will be able to 
take the proper care of the crematory and 
make at least, the ordinary repairs, we 
respectfully recommend that the salary of 
the Superintendent of the Crematory be 
{ncreased from forty-five dollars to fifty 
dollars per month.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, CITY HALL, 
TERRE HAUTE, IND., JAN. 1, 1901. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE COMMON COUNCIL:— 


The reports of the different departments of the city Government from Jan. 1, 
1900. to Dec. 31, 1900, inclusive, have been filed in mv office. I herewith submit 
the same to your honorable body, for consideration. 

The various reports make a full and complete statement and history of the 
various departments of the City Government, and give a full account of all 
moneys received and all the moneys paid out by the departments, together with a 
statement of all the financial transactions of the city, the receipts by the city and 
the expenditures made during that time. 


SEWERS. 


As wil be seen by the report of the Board of Public Works, all the money ap- 
propriated for sewer purposes for the year 1900 was expended, and there is an 
appropriation of $18,000.00 for the year 1901 which will be expended for sewer 
purposes. The sewers will be bullt at such places as are in the greatest need for 
them, and appropriations should be continued each vear until the sewer system is 
perfected. 
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STREETS AND SIDEWALKS. 


There being an uncertainty as to the law providing for the improvement of 
streets to be paid for by assessments, and in view of the fact that there was no 
great general demand for the improvement of streets, there were very few new 
Streets built during the year 1900, but there were a great many new sidewalks 
built and eurbing put in. The improvement of sidewalks was done by property- 
holders after notice had been given them ‘by the Board of Public Works. 


FINANCES. 


The financial condition of the city is very fully shown in the report of the 
City Comptroller, which I herewith submit to you. 

Upon an investigation of this very thorough report. made' by the Comptroller, 
it will.be observed that the city is in a better financial condition now than it has 
been for several years past. The bonded indebtedness of the city has been reduced 
to $350,000.00, and there is a floating debt of about $6,000.00, which is due to 
the Firemen's Pension Fund, and should be paid. That at the expiration of the 
year 1899 there was a deficit of 35,413.43, which has been paid; also, the sum of 
$5,500.00, used by the Board of Public Health and Charities, for the purpose of 
stopping the small-pox epidemic, together with all the appropriations for the year 
1900, and there is still a balance of $26,018.01 available for general purposes on 
the first day of January, 1901, which will pay for the repair and  resurfacing of 
Seventh street, as appropriated by the Common Council, thus saving the city 
from the necessity of borrowing money.for that purpose. 

The tax rate fixed by the Common Council in 1899 for the taxes to be collected 
in the year 1900 was four (4) cents less than the taxes for the preceding year. 
and the tax rate fixed in 1000, to be collected in the year 1901, is four (4) cents 
less than for the year 1899, showing a reduction of taxes for the two years of 
eight (8) cents on the one hundred dollars ($100.00). Had it not been for the un- 
fortunate condition of Seventh street, the taxes could have been reduced at least 
ten cents (10e) more on each one hundred dollars ($100.00), and unless some- 
thing unforeseen should happen this year, I see no reason why there cannot be a 
very material reduction in the tax rate to be fixed during the current year. 


FRANCHISES. 


In the last few years nearly every city and county granting franchises to 
individuals and corporations has charged for the franchises granted, and the 
officers of our city have demanded that the city receive a compensation for the 
same, and a franchise was granted to the Terre Haute Pipe Line Service Co. 
io build and operate a plant in this cíty, for which the city received the sum of 
$10,000.00, that being the first money ever received by the city, though a 
great number of valuable franchises have been granted before by the city. 
Every franchise is of value to the person or corporation receiviug the same and 
the city should, receive just and reasonable compensation for the franchises 
granted. 


CEMETERIES. 


The city controls two cemeteries—Highland Lawn and Woodlawn. Under the 
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present system both cemeteries are self-sustaining and improvements are being 
made in both cemeteries. The report of the Board of Public Works gives a detail- 
ed statement of the receipts and expenditures of each cemetery during the yea" 
1900, and I recommend that further improvements be made in the cemeteries by 
repairing the roads in each cemetery, and by placing at convenient places hitching 
posts, and make such improvements as will beautify each cemetery and make 
such arrangements as may be necessary for a better water supply. 


PARKS. 


Improvements have been made and Collett Park is more beautiful now than 
ever before. 

During the year 1000 there was a new gate placed at the entrance on Seventi 
street. A new refreshment stand would add to the convenience and beauty of 
the Park. 

The citizens of the city cannot too highly appreciate the gratuitous services of 
Mr. Thomas Naylor, and orchestra, in furnishing, free of cosi, music, during the 
summer of 1900. 


LIGHTS. 


Your attention is especially called to the report of the Board of Publie Works 
as to the lighting of the city. As will be seen, there has been a saving to the city 
by reason of a failure of the Electric Company to furnish lights each night, in the 
sum of $3,892.32. The Board of Publie Works will take such steps as will be ne- 
cessary to test the candle power of the lights furnished, as well as such other 
steps as may be necessary to enforce the contract with the Terre Haute Electric 
Company. 


DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


The crematory belonging to the city has been entirely overhauled and is now 
in a first class condition. 

The contracts made with those who gather the garbage of the city for tie 
ensuing three years is $977.16 less than the contract price for the same services 
in the preceding three years. Í recommendthat an appropriation be made for thc 
purpose of providing drains for the garbage wagons, so ihat the water will be sep- 
arated from the garbage before the garbage is em, ... nto the crematory, as is 
more fully explained in the report of the Board oi rublic Works. 


BUILDINGS. 
As will be seen on an examination of the report of the Board of Public Works, 
during the year 1900 à great number of permits were taken out, Showing that the 


estimated cost of the buildings was $239221.20. Thus, showing that improvementa 
are being made, continually, in tbe city. 


WATER. 


The subject of municipal ownership has been discussed at all of the meetings 
of persons interested in municipalities, and is now a question being debated by 
persons interested on both sides; but there is no doubt that it would be to the 
advantage of the city of Terre Haute to own its own water plant, but under the 
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law and under the present financial condition of the city it is impossible to estab- 
lish a water plant at the present time I thereforerecommend that the Committee 
of the Council lay the facts before the Legislature, and to have such Jaws passed 
as will procure for the city her own water works. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The Police Department is under the control of a Board of Police Commission- 


ers, appointed by the Governor of the State of Indiana, and will so remain until 
September, 1902. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


A full account of the Fire Department will be found in the report of the Board 
of Public Safety and in the report of the Superintendent of the Fire Department. 
The department is well managed and in good discipline. I recommend that steps 
be taken for the erection in the near future of a fire house on the lots owned by 


the city and purchased for that purpose, on the corner of Nineteenth street and 
Wabash avenue. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH AND CHARITIES. 


The report of the Board of Publíc Health and Charities is full and complete 
within itself, and shows that the Board has been performing its duties with abil- 
ity. 

I desire to return my sincere thanks to each and every member of your Hon- 
orable Body, and to each and all of the officers and employes of the city for the 
able and diligent manner in which they and each of them have performed their 
respective dutied.

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COMPTROLLER'S REPORT. 


To His Honor, the Mayor and the Com- 
mon Council, 

Gentlemen:—I submit herewith my 
financial report for the year, 1900. The 
report will show ihe city to be in a first 
c ass finanec.a: condition, for, while we be- 
gan the year of 1900 with a deficit carried 
uver from 1899 of $5,413.43, this has been 
taken up and we have a balance on the 1st 
day of January, 1901 of $26,018.01, more than 
enough to pay the amount appropriated 
by tne Council to repair and resurface 
Seventh street, which otherwise would 
have occasioned a temporary loan, with 
an increase in the next year's tax levy to 
pay the same or an issue of bonds with a 
bonded debt increase. The balances unex- 
pended from last year's appropriations 
amount to $19,452.13, which with an in- 
crease in the miscellaneous  colfections, 
caused by franchise rights and others not 
considered or thought of in our estimate of 
receipts for 1900 and a larger collection of 
taxes than estimated, more than paid for 
extra appropriations made during the year 
and caused in the main by the smallpox 
epidemic of last spring. 

I would recommend that we pay the $6,- 
900.00 floating debt due the lF'iremen's Pen- 
sion Fund, as there is no necessity for the 
city to pay interest on a loan we can call 
in, with a balance in the Treasury suffi- 
cient to pay it off.

Report of the Department of Law for 
the year ending December 31, 1900, to the 
Hon. H. C. Steeg, Mayor of the City of 
Terre Haute, Ind. 


Department of Law, 
Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 31, 1900. 


To Henry C. Steeg, Mayor of the City of 

Terre Haute: 

Sir:—During the year 1900, there were 
several suits disposed of in which the city 
was interested and during the said year 
there was but the sum of one hundred and 
twenty dollars paid out by my department 
in damages for injuries received by per- 
sons and property, except in the hio 
street opening case. In other words, all of 
the litigation of the city, except in the 
Ohio street opening case, caused an expen- 
diture in the sum of one hundred and 
twenty dollars during the year 1900. There 
was no person employed, nor no assistant 
counsel in any case, except in the Ohio 
street opening case. 


OHIO STREET. 
Immediately after negotiations were 
ended for the erection of a viaduct, the ut- 
torneys for the city in the Ohiostreet open- 
ing case took steps in the cause pending 
before the Hon. John R. Baker, Judge of 
the United States Circuit Court for the 


State of Indiana, so as ta have an early 
hearing of said cause, and several briefs 
have been filed sincesaid time in said cause 
upon the question of having it remanded 
to the Parke County Circuit Court, and we 
believe we will be successful in having 
said cause remanded to said Parke County 
Circuit Court. 

It is the intention of the attorneys rep- 
resenting the city in said litigation, to 
push all cases to an early and final hear- 
ng. 

All of the litigation of the city Is in a 
satisfactory condition, 

I desire to return my thanks to the mem- 
bers of the Common Council, and to each 
and all of the officers and employes of the 
city for their kindness, and many cour- 
testes exiended. 

To Messrs. McNutt & McNutt, my as- 
sistant Counsel in the Ohio street open- 
ing case, I am very grateful for their dil- 
igence and abillty exerted in said cause. 

To my deputy, Mr. Isaac Torner, wha 
has charge of the prosecutions for viola- 
tion of ordinances, I am very grateful, as 
he has shown ability and diligence in the 
performance of his duties.

POLICE JUDGE REPORT. 


Terre Haute. Ind., December, 31, 1900.

Dear Sir:—I have the honor to transmit 
herewith my report of the City Court from 
the first day of July, 1899, to the 31st of 
December, 1900. 

When this Court was created it was 
given exclusive jurisdiction in the trial 
of all cases for the violation of ail city 
ordinances. It has concurrent jurisdic- 


tion in all misdemeanors and in all felonies 
where the punishment does not exceed a 
fine of one thousand dollars and a term 
of three years in the penitentiary. 

Since the inception of this court it has 
tried and disposed of 1,2233 misdemeanors 
and 93 felonies. 


Since the inception of this court and up 
to December 31st, 1900, there has been col- 
lected and turned into the City Treasurer 
$1.853.60. which is $353.80 In excess of the 
Salary paid for this office. 

Outside of the salary paid the Judge 
there is no expense ta the City or County 
in the trial of any of its cases. 

Great credit is due the police depart- 
ment, the prosecuting attorney and his ef- 
ficient deputy, W. H. Taber, and the city 
attorney and his efficient deputy. Isaaa 
Torner, for their assistance rendered.

Report of the Boaid of Public Works for 
the year ending December 31, 1900, to the 
Hon. Henry C. Steeg, Mayor, City of Terre 
Haute, Indiana. 


Department of Public Works, 
Office of the Board, City Hal, 
Terre Haute, Ind., Jan. 1, 1901. 


To the Hon. Henry C. Steeg. Mayor of the 
City of Terre Haute, Indiana: 


Sir:—We herewith submit a report of the 
proceedings of the Board for the year 
ending December 31, 1900. 

In substance, 1t Is the object of this re- 
port to give a summary of the proceedings 
of the Board in all matters which have 
come betore the Board during the year, 
both those matters which have come be- 
fore the Board itself, and those which 
have come under the control of the differ- 
ent branches of the city Government over 
which this Board has control. 

All action taken by the Board has been 
taken oniy after careful consideration and 
after the matter in question had been 
searchingly investigated and deliberated 
upon. Our decisions have been arrived 
at, only when it was plain to the Board 
that the interests of the city could not be 
served equaliy as well, or better, by acting 
in any other way. 

While the Board is in session from nine 
o'clock a. m. to five o'clock 9 m. of each 
day of the week, except Sunday, we have, 
however, adopted Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday, as the regular meeting days 
of the Board, at which it is our object ta 
transact ail official business. The fol.ow- 
ing "Order of Business’' has been adopted: 


1, Roll Cal. 2. Reading of minutes. 3. 
Bills. 4. Bonds. 5. Communications. 6. 
Petitions. 7. Remonstrances. 8, Report of 
Officers. 9. Resolutions. 10. Motions. 12. 
Bids, 12. Miscellaneous, 13. Adjournment. 

STREETS. 

During the last year no streets have 
been paved, though several have been 
improved. The paving cf a street de- 


pends to a very great extent upon the sew- 
erage facllities which the owners of prop- 
erty abutting on the street to be paved, 
may have, and for that reason, probahly, 
the paving of some streets in the city has 
been delayed to some extent. 

This Is true particularly in the case of 
the paving of south Fourth street. In re- 
gard to this street, now that a sewer has 
been constructed in the street from Swan 
street to Osborne street, at a cost to the 
city of over $5,200.00, it is very probable 
that the street will soon be paved. The 
matter is at the present time under the 
consideration of the Board. 

Cherry street is another street which 
should be paved without any further de- 
lay, for the reason that it is in the very 
heart of the business center of the city 


and is very heavily travelled, A petitian 
has heen filed with the Board ask- 
ing for the paving of this street 
from Second to Ninth street, with 


brick. We are considering the matter, and 
hope to inform you in our next report that 


the pavement of the street has been com- 


pleted. . 

Latayette avenue is one of the most 
heavily travelled thoroughfares of the 
city. Forming as it does one of the 


principal entrances io ihe city from the 
outside, it is used at alt seasons ot the 
year by all sorts of vehicles, and to such 
an extent that the gravel roadway has to 
be continua:ly repaired, at the cost of the 
city. All of this would be done away 
with, if the street was paved. 

A petition has been fled with the Board 
asking that the street be improved as for- 
lows: from Ninth street to Mapie avenue— 
the roadway to be paved with vitrified 
brick and curbed with stone, and the side- 
walks to be paved with cement concrete, 

Pop!ar street is in much the same condi- 
tion as Lafayette avenue, as regards traf- 
fic. What Lafayette avenue is to the 
people on the north and northeast of the 
city, Poplar street is to the people on the 
east and southeast of the city. Next to 
Wabash avenue it ts probably the most 
heavily travelled thoroughfare in the city. 
It intersects all streets paved south of 
Wabash avenue, and as a consequence ali 
vehicles turning from this street onto any 
Paved street must necessarily carry the 
dirt from Poplar street on to the paved 
streets, This, together with the cost of 
repairing the street which is done at the 
expense of the city, would of course, be 
e.iminated, if the street was paved. 


Grades— ! 


Grades have been established on the fol- 
lowing streets: 

On Poplar street from the Wabash river 
to the east corporate limits of the city. 

On Linden street from Lafayette avenue 
to Thirteenth street, 


On Buckeye street from Lafayetie ave- 
nue to Thirteenth street. 


On "Twelfth-and-one-half street, from 
Ash street to Linden street, 

Seventh Street— 

On the ?mh day of November, of last 


year, t^^ ' ard entered into contract in 
writing, with the Barber Asphalt Paving 
Co. for the repair of the asphalt pavement 
on Seventh street. 

The surface of south Seventh street, ex- 
cept that portion which the Terre Haute 
Electric Co. is to repair under the terms 
Of the present franchlse and contract with 
the city, 1s to be entirely removed and the 
concrete foundation huilt up to the orig- 
inal level. The street is to be resurfaced 1n 
such a manner that it shal remain in good 
condition for a period of ten (10) years 
from the date of the acceptance of the 
work. If it gets out of order during that 
time it is to be repaired at the expense 
of the Asphalt Company upan fifteen days’ 
notice from the city, and at the expiration 
of the ten years it is to be in a condition 
satisfactory to this city and is not to be 
in need of repairs. 

The city agrees to pay the sum of one 
dalilar and ten cents per square yard for 
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the said resurfacing.» The work is to be 
completed within sixty days after the 
sume has been commenced. The Asphalt 
Company aiso agrees to repair al! cuts 
and openings made in the street, tor the 
sum of two dollars and fifty cents per 
Square yard. Such repairs to be made to 
coaiorm to the contiguous pavement, and 
to be maintained by the Company until 
the term.pation of the contract with the 
city. Such cuts are to be repaired withia 
fifteen aays after recelving notice from 
ihe City Engineer to make such repairs. 

North Seventh street, from Waba:h ave- 
nue to the tracks of the Vandatia Hai.r.ad 
Company, is to be repair.d by rep ac:ng s3 
Miler vl said pavemeurc as tae City Engi- 
neer may order, with a two inch asphalt 
surface, or of such thickness as may be 
necessary to conform to the level of the 
adjoining pavement with which such re- 
pairs shali connect. The character and 
quality of the mate. ial used, and the fou - 
dation work, to be the same as that used 
in the repair of south Seventh street. In 
consideration of these repairs, the City 
agrees to pay the Asphalt Company the 
sum of one dollar per square yard. Said 
work is to be comp.eted within twenty 
days after the same has been commenced. 

When the entire street has been repair- 
ed, from Hulman street to the tracks of 
ihe Vandalia Railroad Company, the sur- 
face shail afford perfect drainage, the 
storm water flowing immediately to the 
gutters, and the street shall present a 
smooth even surface. 

The work of repairing the street will 
commence probably about the middle of 

pril. 

The Company has filed a bond in the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars. with the 
American Surety Company of New York, 
as Surety, conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of the contract of the Com- 
pany with the city for the repair of souta 
Seventh street. 

The princtpal of this bond is somewhat 
higher than :n most cases of this kind, 
but was strenuously insisted upon by the 
Board, and the City Attorney, so that, if 
in any event, the contract is not lived up 
to by the Company, the city wil! be entire- 
ly protected. 

A contract was also entered into with 
said Company, in which said Company 
agrees ta repalr any and all cuts and 
openings which may be made in any and 
all streets paved with asphalt, ‘n this city. 
Such repairs to be made within fifteen 
days after receiving notice from the City 
Engineer to make the same, and for the 
sum of two dollars and fifty cents per 
square yard. Under this contract, all cuts 
and openings which may be made in any 
asphalt street, on which the guarantee has 
expired whether such street was put down 
by the Barber Asphalt Company or the 
Warren-Scharf Asphalt Company, are to 
be repaired by the Barber Asphalt Com- 
pany. 

The said Barber Asphalt Paving Co. also 
contracted with the city to repair certain 
cuts in Fifth street, free of a'l cost to the 
city. Said cuts not to exceed fifty four 
square yards. Such repairs to be made in 


the same manner as is provided for the 
The cuts 


repair of north Seventh street. 


to be repaired. to be pointed out by the 
City Engineer. 

We regard these contracts and bond, as 
the best ever obtained by: the City. The 
prices per square yard are the lowest ever 
ottaind in this city for work of this na- 
ture, the guarantee is for a longer period 
than any yet obtained and the surety bond 
is as strong, we beieve, as the city could 
require. The city's interests have been 
protected better in these contracts, than 
they have been protected in any contracts 
made heretofore, of this nature. 


Ordinance regulating cutting into streets— 


We cannot commend too highly, the or- 
dinance adopted by the City:Council re- 
quiring that any person desiring to cut 
into any street or alley, for any purpose 
whatsoever, be required to take out a 
license so to do; and to file a bond in the 
sum of $5,000.00 to Save the city free and 
harmless from ahy and all damage which 
may result from such cut being. made in 
the street. and requiring such person to 
make application for a permft for each cut. 

This ordinance enables the Board ''to 
keep in constant touch with ail cuts made 
in streets and alleys, whether such streets 
or aileys be paved or unpaved; in tase ot 
any accident resuliing from any such cut 
the Board is enabled to find out whe made 
the cut, and who is responsible. In case 
of the failure of any party making any 
such cut, to put out the necessary signal 
Hghts at night, the matter is generaliy re- 
ported to the Board by the Police Depart- 
ment, and the Board notifies the party 
who made the cut to put out such signal 
lights. 

We desire here, to call attention to the 
fact that credit is due to the members of 
the Po!:ce Department of the city for the 
attenion paid by them to all cuts and 
openings made in the streets and alleys of 
the city, and for reporting the same to 
this Board. 


Water Mains— 


A petition was filed with the Board by 
residents of south Eighth street between 
College street and Washington avenue 
asking that water mains be extended on 
Highth street Fetween College street and 
Washington avenue. The prayer cf the 


petitioners was granted, and the 
Terre Haute Water Works Company 
was ordered to extend the water 


mains between such points. It is express- 
ly understood and agreed between the 
Board and the Water Works Company 
that the Water Works Company is entitled 
No GEN two (2) water plugs within such 
lincits. 

Other petitions have been filed asking 
that water mains be extended on the out- 
skirts of the city, but the appropriation 
made to the Pub:fe Water account. not be- 
ing sufficient to pay for additional water 
plugs, the petitions could not be granted. 


‘Tippecanoe Street— 
Permission was granted to the Big Four 


Railraod Company to beautify the city's 
portion of 2 certain iríangular plece of 
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ground situated on the south side of the 
Big Four Railroad tracks on Tippecanoe 
street between Seventh street and the first 
alley running north and south east of Sev- 
enth street. No right or permission to 
make use of such ground was granted to 
said company, but simply the right to 
beautify it. ‘rhe city reserves the right 
to make use of the said piece of ground at 
any time it so desires. 


Street Crossings— 


The street crossings have been kept in 
good condition and iooked after carefully 
by the Superintendent of Streets. For 
further and more detailed information in 
this regard, see the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, hereto attached. 


Liberty Avenue— 


In October, 1900, the Board entered into 
contract with Thomas Mulvihitl for the 
improvement of Liberty avenue from 
"'wenty-second to Twenty-fifth streets by 
gravelling the roadway, and puttiug down 
a combined cement curb and gutter. The 
work has been commenced but wiil not be 
campleted until this coming spring. 

‘the cement curb and gutter, is compar- 
atively new in this city, and the service 
it gives will be closely watched, no doubt, 
by the people. We believe that it has 
many advantages overthe old formof curb 
and gutter, and anticipate the most sat- 
isfactory results from its being put in. 

The streets of the city in general, paved 
and unpaved, have been carefuliy looked 
after by the Board and the best efforts 
have been made to keep them in good con- 
uition. The Terre Haute Street Fair As- 
sociation was granted permission by the 
Board to use certain streets during Street 
Fair week, but with the strict understand- 
ing that no nails, spikes, or anything else 
that might injure the street should be 
driven into the pavement. 


STREET CLEANING. 


The street department of the city has at- 
tended to the cleaning of the streets aur- 
ing the last year in a very efficient man- 
ner. The streets of the city are thorough- 
iy up to the standard in regard to being 
clean, and readily show the attention and 
care that have been given them. 


Paved Streets— 


We again call attention to the fact that 
the cost of keeping the paved streets clean 
is due to a great extent to the fact that 
the side streets near to Wabash avenue 
are not paved, and are heavily travelled, 
so that the dirt, mud and refuse material 
on these streets is being continually car- 
ried by vehicles onto the paved streets. 


Hecommendations— 


We recommend that the cross-streets be- 
tween and including Chestnut and Poplar 
streets from Second to Ninth streets be 
paved. This will not only advance the city 
in the line of improvements, but will also 
be of more orless assistancetowards keep- 


ing the streets in a clean condition. 

We also recommend that an ordinance 
be passed by the Common Council, provid- 
ing that no person shall be permitted to 
sweep out from his store or place of busi- 
ness, in the up-town district, any dirt, pa- 
per, or waste material from such store, 
or place of business, on to the streets. 
That all persons be required to keep and 
maintain suitable receptacles in the rear 
of their stores in which all waste matter 
shall be deposited. This will do away 
with the practice of sweeping stores out 
on to the paved streets, after such streets 
have been swept and cleaned, and wil! be 
an additional step toward cleanliness 
which is very desirable. 

For a detaited account of the work of 
the Street Department in general, for the 
year, 1900, see the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, hereinafter set out. 


ALLEYS. 


All the owners of the property abutting 
on the alley between Fourth andFifthand 
Wabash avenue and Cherry streets run- 
ning from the east line of Fourth street to 
the west line of the alley between Fourth 
and Fifth streets, petilioned the Board to 
pave said alley with vitrified brick. and to 
tet the contract for such paving to J. E. 
Voorhees & Co. Said petitioners waived 
all irregularities. 

The prayer of the 
granted, and the 
Voorhees & Co. 

This was all the alley paving that was 
constructed during the year. 


Grades— 


Several petitions have been iilled asking 
for the establishment of grades of alleys 
in different parts of the city. The action 
of the Board has been as follows: 

The City Engineer was instructed to 
submit a suitable grade of the alley be- 
tween Wabash avenue and Warren street 
from Eighteenth to Nineteenth streets. 

The City Engineer was instructed to sub- 
mit a suitahle grade of the alley between 
Hourth and Fifth streets from Cherry to 
Mulberry streets. Also of the alley be- 
tween Cherry and Mulberry streets from 
the west line of Fifth street to east line of 
alley between Fourth and Fifth streets. 
The grades of these last two alleys have 
been submitted s the Engineer and have 
been established by the Board. 


Sanitary Condition— 


petitioners was 
contract let to J. E. 


The sanitary condition of the alleys is 
most satisfactory, and is very creditable 
to the Board of Public Health and Char- 
ities. No complaints of any nature have 
been received by this Board with reference 
to the condition of any alley, either paved 
or unpaved. 

This speaks highly for the Sanitary Of- 
ficers and polnts strongly to the efficiency 
of the Department and the effective serv- 
x which is being rendered by it to the 
city. 


SEWERS. 


The sewerage system of the city was in- 
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creased quite a litt:e during the year. Five 
new sewers in all, were constructed, as 
follows: 

A Lipe sewer in Fourth street from Swan 
to Osborne streets. 

A pipe sewer in Thirteenth street, from 
Elm to Spruce street. 

A pipe sewer in Sixth-and-one-ha'f 
street fram Washington avenue to Hul- 
man street. 

A pipe sewer in Chestnut street from 
Nintn to Eighth streets and in alley be- 
tween Eighth znd Ninth street from Chest- 
nut to kagie streets. 

A brick sewer in College avenue from 
Fourteenth to Fifteenth streets. 

ln all cases the sewers were badly need- 
ed; especially in the case of the sewer in 
Collge avenue, in which case the city was 
being threatened with suits for damages 
if it did not provide some means for carry- 
ing away the surface water. 


New Sewers— 


A petition was filed in August, 1900, ask- 
ing for the construction of a sewer in 
Eighth street fiom College avenue to Pop- 
Jar street. It is probabie that the prayer 
of this petition will be granted and the 
sewer constructed, as the locality is one 
which is in need of a sewer to carry away 
the surface water which gathers and re- 
mains on the street after each rain, 

It is also probable that a sewer will be 
constructed in Thirteenth street from Wa- 
bash avenue to Oak street and thence to 
the Belt sewer, This locality also. is in 
need of a sewer. and a sewer there would, 
no doubt, be well made use of by the prop- 
erty owners for domestic purposes. 


Petitions for sewers— 


During the year, petitions have been re- 
ceived by the Board asking for the con- 
struction of sewers. as follows: 

In Eighth street from College avenue to 
Poplar street. 

In Sixth avenue from Eighth and Lafay- 
ette avenue to Twelfth street. 

In Ohio street from Thirteenth to Fif- 
teenth streets. 

In College avenue from Fourteenth to 
Seventeenth street. 

In Sixth-and-one-half street from Wash- 
ington avenue to Hulman street. 

In alley between Seventh and Eighth 
streets from Cruft to Franklin avenues. 

in alley between Sixth-and-one-half and 
Seventh streets from Washington avenue 
to Hulman street. 

In alley hetween Seventh and Eighth 
streets from Harrison avenue to Washing- 
ton avenue. 

In first alley south of Maple avenue, 
from Twelfth street to Lafayette eonte 


Sewer Taps— 

The total number of sewer taps taken 
out during the year 1900 was 127, represent- 
ing $1,270.00 in revenue to the city. 
Amount Expended on Sewers— 

The total amount appropriated during 


the year 1900 for sewer purposes was $12.- 
900.00. 


Of this amount, $12.891.51 was expended in 
the construction of sewers, leaving a bal- 
ance of $849 unexpended at the close of 
the year. 


SIDEWALKS. 


The sidewalks ^f the city 
improved to a great extent during the 
year, by paving with cement concrete. 
The amount of sidewalk pavement that 
has been constructed is more than 16,50) 
square yards. 

The sidewalks have been so Improved on 
the following streets: Fourth street from 
Poplar street to Washington avenue; 
Fifth street from Park streét to Farring- 
ton street; Fifth street from College 
street to Washington avenue; Fourth 
street from Locust street to Fourth ave- 
nue: Chestnut street from Fifth street 
to the tracks of the Vandalia rallroad: 
Tenth street from Beach street to Maple 
avenue. 

Of the above sidewalks. Tenth street 
from Beech street to Maple avenue was 
put down under public contract, by Miller 
and Miller. This was the only sidewalk 
improvement which was put down by con- 
tract. All the rest of the improvement 
was constructed, under a thirty days' no- 
tice from thís board. 

The City Engineer has heen instructed ta 
prepare plans and speciflcatlons for the 
improvement of the sidewalks on Poplar 
street from Seventh street to the city l'm- 
its. Also for the improvement of Wal- 
nut street from Fourth to Sixth streets. 
These sidewalks are to be of cement con- 
crete. 

AM walks that have been improved have 
been either six or seven feet in width, and 
we believe that all work done has seen 
thoroughly up to the standard. 

The sidewa' ks all over the city have been 
looked after carefully, and in any case 
where the sidewalk was found to he in a 
bad or dangerous condition the owner of 
the property was immediately notified to 
repair such sidewalk. 

In nearly all cases the orders of the 
Board to improve sidewalks has heen com- 
plied with in the required time. However. 
in all cases where the orders of the Board 
are not complied with, we will have plans 
and specifications prepared for the im- 
provement of such sidewalks, and will im- 
prove the same by publie contract at the 
expense of the property owners. See re- 
port of the City Engineer for further de- 
tails.

CURBING. 


In most all cases where the sidewalks 
have been ordered improved, the roadway 
has been ordered curbed with stone. Curb- 
ing was not ordered put in. on Fifth street 
from Coliege street to Washington ave- 
nue. 

On Chestnut street curb'ng was ordered 
in from Third to Thírteenth street. The 
plans and specífications for the improve- 
ment of the sidewalks on Poplar street 
from Seventh street east to the city lim- 
its. call for a combined concrete curh and 
gutter. In all cases the curbing which has 
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been ordered put in, has been stone curb 
four inches thick and twenty-two inches 
deep. f 

The total amount of curb put in during 
the year, amounted to about 20.000 lineal 
feet. See report of City Engineer. 


PARKS. 


Collett Park has been well taken care of 
during the year by the superintendent in 
charge. who has looked after everything 
connected with the Park, in a very effi- 
cient manner. 

The summer and fall seasons of the year 
illustrate the fact that the people of the 
city appreciate the Park and its beauties. 
by coming there in large numbers and 
spending the day and evening in its pure, 
cool and refreshing air and its ample 
shade. 

A considerable number of young trees 
were planted in the Park during the year, 
by the Superintendent. These trees were 
dug up and transpianted from Highland 
lawn cemetery, with the assistance of the 
Superintendent of Cemeteries, at no extra 
cost or expense to the city. 

The number and variety of flowers in the 
Park were also added to during the year, 
The specifications for the same were pre- 
pared by the Superintendent. and bids for 
furnishing the same were asked for by the 
Board. ihe lowest bid was submitted by 
Lawrence Heinl, and the contract was 
awarded to him. His bid was $78.50. The 
Board instructed the Superintendent to 
sell those flowers which he could not keep 
during the winter. The sum of $5.00 was 
received from this sale. 


Gate— 


As we stated in our report for the six 
months ending December 31, 1899, the gate 
at the main drive-way of the Park, on 
Seventh street, was not satisfactory, it be- 
Ing too narrow, and belng the cause of 
several accidents to carriages which were 
being driven through it. Plans and speci- 
fications were prepured by the City Engi- 
neer for a new gate, and bids were asked 
on the same. The lowest bid was submit- 
ted by the Up-to-Date Manufacturing 
Company of this city, and the contract for 
the work was let to that company. 

The gate is twenty feet wide between 
posts, and 12 feet 6 inches in height from 
the ground to the lower part of the arch 
in the center of the gate. "The arch, 
gates. posts and side panels are made ot 
steel, and put together in a good, firm, 
solid and substantial manner, The words 
“Collett Park" are in large letters at the 
top of the gate. The total cost was $280.00. 


Refreshment Stand— 


Bids were advertised for in May of last 
year, for the privilege af operating a re- 
freshment stand in the Park. The priv- 
ilege was let to Mr. N. Berkowitz for the 
sum of $110.00. The privi'ege was granted 
only for the Park season of 1900, which sea- 
son was to close on or about the end of 
October. Such stand and the party oper- 
ating it were at all times under the con- 
trol of, and subject to the orders of the 
Superintendent of Parks, 
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irountain— 


* 
With reference to a fountain in the 
Park, the Board still feels that one should 
be erected there, as nothing wou'd be more 
suitable or appropriate, or would add more 
to the beauty of the park, than a foun- 
tain. The appropriation for Park ex- 
penses, however, will not admit of a foun- 
tain being constructed. and the matter will 
haye to be passed by until some future 
time. 


Music— 


The thanks of the Board and of the city 
is due to Mr. Thomas C. Naylor, and the 
members of the Naylor Orchestra, for mu- 
ste furnished in the Park last summer by 
the Naylor Orchestra, without any cost or 
expense to the city. The music was of 
the best. and was enjoyed and appreciated 
by the large number of people who spent 
the afternoons and evenings in the Park. 


Lights— 


The cost of lighting the Park, is paid out 
of the appropriation for the Park expense. 
The following is a statement of the cost 
for lighting per contract, deduction made, 
and net cost to the city for the months 
during which the Park was lighted:

General Expense— 


The sum of three thousand dollars was 
appropriated for the expenses of the Park 
for the year 1900. 

Of this sum $2.0388.08 was expended, leav- 
ing a balance of $961.97 unexpended at the 
close of the year. 


CEMETERIES. 


All matters connected with the operation 
of the two cemeteries of the city, High- 
land Lawn and Woodlawn, have been con- 
ducted in a very satisfactory manner, dur- 
ing the year. 


Improvements— 


Some improvements have been made at 
Highland Lawn Cemetery chiefly the con- 
struction of a building known as the 
"Woman's Retreat." This building is for 
the use and convenience of ladies while at 
the cemetery, and has been needed there 
for some time. 

A very desirable and highly satisfactory 
change has heen made at Highland Lawn 
Cemetery. The office work, etc., has been 


changed from the residence of the Super- 
intendent. to the office at the main en- 
trance to the Cemetery. Any person de- 
siring any information now, can obtain the 
same at this office. and is not required to 
ga all the way up to the house, as was 
formerly the case. 
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The office is also used to some extent as 
a waiting room by parties desiring to take 
a street car to the city from this point. 
It affords the best protecion in bad weath- 
er, and is certainly a great convenience 
to the public. 


Lets— 


The price of lots at Highland Lawn Cem- 
etery was increased as follows: Inside 
lots, from sixteen cents to twenty cents 
per square foot; out-side lots from twenty 
cents to twenty-five cents per square foot. 
This increase took effect April 1, 1900. 


Water Mains— 


The Board at the present time has under 
consideration, the extension of the water 
mains to the north part of Highland Lawn 


Cemetery. 
Hitching Posts— 


There is one thing lacking at the present 
time at the cemeteries, and that is facil- 
ities for hitching horses. There are no 
hitching posts at all, and no means of any 
kind for hitching. It is hard to estimate 
the damage that a run-away horse Or 
team could do in a short time, in either 
of our cemeteries; to guard against any 
such danger, we are now considering a 
pian for providing means to hitch all 
horses and teams.

The financial condition of the cemetery 
fund is satisfactory. The balance on hand 
Jan. 1, 1901, shows an increase of $2,445.85 
over the balance on hand Jan. 1, 1900.

LIGHTS. 


With reference to the manner in which 
the street lighting of the city during the 
year 1900, has been conducted. we must say 
that the light has not been satisfactory, 
and that the present lighting company has 
not given the city as good lighting service 
as it should give under its contract with 
the city. The total number of lights out 
during the year, as reported to us by the 
Police Department, is 19,143. This number 
is entirely too large, and the city should 
not be required to submit tō it. The lights 


are not only out to often, and in too large 
a number, but when they are lighted they 
do not give as strong a light as they 
should give. The candle power does not 
appear to be as great a power, as is called 
for in the contract. 

The city's interests are as sacred as the 
interests of an individual, and should not 
be imposcd upon. While it is true that the 
city does not pay the Lighting Company 
for lights that are reported out, it is also 
true that this saving to the city does Lot 
at all compensate the city for the liability 
for damages which it incurs should be à 
serious accident result from a street lamp 
not being lighted. 

We herewith submit a statement of the 
cost of lighting the city for the year 1900, 
giving the amount due the Company un- 
uer iis Contract, the amount deducted for 
lights out, and the ret cost to the clty:

New Lights— 


Lights have been ordered put in during 
the year at different poin:s throughout the 
city as follows: 

At Ninth and Mulberry streets; at Ninth 
and Walnut streets; at Tenth and Maple 
avenue; at Eleventh and Ohio streets; at 
Twelfth and Maple avenue; at Thirteenth 
and-one-half and Liberty avenue; and at 
Nineteenth and Spruce streets. 

Several petitions have been filed. asking 
for lights at other points throughout the 
city; these are under consideration. 

The amount appropriated for lighting 
the city for the last year, was $28,500.00. 
Of this amount, $23,884.26 was expended, 
leaving the sum of $4,615.74 unexpended at 
the close of the year. 


COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL OF GAR- 
BAGE, 


The city crematory is now in a first class 
condition, probably the best that it has 
ever been in since it was built. The furnace 
was entirely re-built last spring, at a cost 
of between seven and eight hundred dol- 
lars. Different other repairs have been 
made, and the whole butiding has been en- 
tirely overhauled, 

There is no doubt but that the work that 
the crematory will do, depends to a very 
great extent upon the way it is managed 
and taken care of. 

For a while during the summer of last 
year, the crematory did not burn the gar- 
bage as well as it should have burned it, 
and seemed not to be doing the work 
which it had always done heretofore. The 
Board investigated the matter and found 
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thatthe cause of it was due to the mis- 
management of the furnace on the part of 
one of the attendants, Mr. William Dun- 
can. Mr. Dunean was discharged by the 
Board, and Mr. John Doyle was appointed 
to fil] the place. Mr. Doy:e is a practical 
furnace man, thoroughly acquainted with 
the ins and outs of furnace work, capable 
of detecting a defect before the same goes 
too far to be repaired, and able to make 
repairs to a certain extent. when the same 
are necessary. Mr. Doyle was made Su- 
perintendent of the Crematory, and the 
sa/'ary of that position was increased from 
forty-five to fifty dollars per month. The 
work done by the crematory since this 


‘change was made, shows that the change 


was a wise and economical step. 
Mr. Hayward Howe! is Ass'stant at the 
Cremtory to Mr. Doyle. 


Contracts for Collecting Garbage— 

In the spring of 1909, new contracts were 
let by the Board for the collection of the 
garbage,—the former contracts having ex- 
pired in May. These contracts are for a 
term of three (3) years from the 20th day 
of May, 1900. 

The specifications adopted by the Board 
called for a lump bid fer collecting the 
garbage for the three years. The parties 
to whom the contracts were let, and the 
contract prices are as fallows: 

District No. 1, north of Wabash avenue 
and west of Seventh street; let to Jordan 
Creasey; contract price $1,795. 

District No. 2, north of Wabash avenue 
and east of Seventh street: et to William 
B. Coons: contract price $1,985. 

District No. 3. south of Wabash avenue 
and west of Seventh street; let to Henry 
Rvhoff, contract price $1,878. 

District No. 4, south of Wabash avenue 
and east of Seventh street; let to David 
Stump; contract price $1,800. 

Under these contracts the total cost for 
col'ecting the garbage for the three years 
ending May 20, 1908, will be less by $977.16. 
than the cost of collecting the garbage for 
the three years ending May 20, 1900. 


Repairs to Garbage Wagons— 


It has been apparent to this Board for 
some time, as indeed It must be to any one 
who has paid any attention at all to the 
atter, that there should be some device 
or arrangement attched to our garbage 
wag ns hy wh'ch the water could be drain- 
ed from the wagons before the garbage is 
dumped into the furnace. The constant 
emptying of cold water into a furnace 
whieh is being continually heated, can 
have but one reault,—and that Is that such 
furnace will be burned out and become 
defective much sooner than it should. It 
is our opinion that if some such device was 
attached to the garbage wagons. and the 
furnace was required to burn only gar- 
bage. instead of both water and garbage. 
the furnace would last much longer and 
give bet'er satisfaction. Accordingly, it is 
our intention in the near future, brovid- 
ing the expense !s not too great, to have 
drains put in the garbage wagons by 
which the water in the wagons may be 
drained out in some certain place before 
the garbage is dumped into the furnace.

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f this list, one or two permits are for 
tearing down bui:dings, several permits 
are for moving buildings, and the remain- 
der are for the erection of new buildings 
or additions to buildings. 

The building permit ordinance which 
was passed by the Common Council last 
January, has operated very satisfactor- 
ily, and enables the Board to keep in close 
touch with all the building which is going 
on in the city. 

The Police Department pays very close 
attention to all improvements in the buiid- 
ing line, which are belng made in the city, 
and notifies all parties who are erecting 
buildings or additions to buldings, and 
have no permit for the same, to take out 
such permit, or suffer the penalty for vio- 
lating the City Ordinance. The work of 
the Police Department during the last year 
in this respect, has been very thorough, 
and we do not hesitate to say that no 
buildings have been erected within the 
city limits, without a permit having been 
taken out for the same. 


DEAD ANIMALS. 


The contract entered into by the city 
with Mr. Albert Crosiey for the collection 
of all dead animals within the city limits 
is still in force. 

Mr. Crosiey has been collecting the dead 
animals right along, and such collection 
has heen of no cost or expense to the city. 


HOUSE RE-NUMBERING. 


The re-numbering of the houses within 
the city limits has been completed. The 
work has been'done in a satisfactory man- 
ner. For further details in connection 
with this matter, see the report of the 
City Englneer. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 
1 


All the public buildings and grounds 
owned by the city and in charge of this 
Board, are in first class condition. As 
stated before in this report, some 1mprove- 
ments have been made in some of the de- 
partments, but not to any great extent. 
All buildings and grounds have been care- 
fully looked afer by those directly in 
charge of them, and repairs have been 
made wherever the same were found to be 
necessary. 


CITY HALL. 


Everything about the City Hall Is In first 
class condition and tn good working order, 
The repairs and improvements to the 
building which were being made at the 
time of our last report were completed 
satisfactorily and have added greatly to 
the appearance and condition of the bulld- 


ing. 

Ra additional appropriation had to be 
asked for to the City Hall account during 
last year. for the reason that the sum of 
$252 had to be paid from this account, 
which should have been paid and which 
it had been agreed would be D out of. 
the Police Force account. The payment 
of this sum, when the same had not been 
anticipated, badly crippled this account. 


Also, the boilers connected with the heat- 
ing system of the building had to be re- 
paired during the year. This expense 
while not so very large, had not been 
counted on when the appropriation was 
made, and consequently when it had to be 
paid, the account ran short. 

The total amount appropriated ta the 
City Hall account for the year 1900 was $3,- 
300.95; amount expended $3,250.29; balance 
in account at close of year $50.66. 


CITY SCALES. 


The city scales. owned and operated by 
the city are located on the city lot at the 
northwest corner of Fourth and Walnut 
streets. The receipts in fees from these 
scales for last year amounted to $13.40. 
These receipts do not include any charge 
made for weighing coal, feed, ete.. which 
is for the city. Under the contract gener- 
aliy made for furnishing such material for 
the use of the city, it is provided that all 
weighing shall be done on the city scales, 
free of charge. 


DRINKING FOUNTAINS. 


The drinking fountains throughout the 
city are in first class condition and are 
giving satisfactory service. No repairs, 
to speak of, have been made during the 

ear. 

The fountain which was located at the 
corner of Fourth street and Lafayette 
avenue was removed from that point. on 
the petition of several of the property 
owners in the neighborhood, and placed 
at the corner of Twentieth street and 
Liberty avenue. 

The location of the other fountains is the 
same as set out in our report for the six 
months ending December 31, 1899. 


COAL CONTRACT. 


In the matter of the furnishing of the 
city with coal, a contract was entered in- 
to by the Board with James A. Erwin, by 
the terms of which, said Erwin is to de- 
liver to the city for the use of the City 
Hall, Crematory and Fire Houses. bitumi- 
nous lump coal, at and for the price of $1.90 
per ton. 

This contract is in force for a period of 
one year from the 16th day of July, 1900. 


FRANCHISES. 


Four franchises have been applied for 
during the last year. Two, have been 
granted; one, the Board has proposed to 
grant to the parties applying for it, on 
certain conditions, but so far, the proposi- 
tion of the Board has not been accepted. 
The fourth franchise is under the consid- 
eration of the Board. 


The Terre Haute Pipe Line Service Com- 
pany— 


This: company applied to the Board for a 
franchise to erect a plant for the manu- 
facture and production of gas and other 
products to be furnished to the citizens of 
the city. The company submitted a form 
of contract stating in detall what it de- 
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sired to do. No provision was made in 
this form of contract to pay the city any- 
thing for the franchise. The matter was 
carefully considered by the Board. It was 


agreed that the franchise applied for by * 


the company should be granted on certain 
conditions. among which was the pavmenL 
to the city of the sum of twenty-five 
thousand dollars In consideration of such 
franchise being granted. This proposition 
of the Board to the company was not 
accepted by the company, but the company 
did offer to furnish gas to all city build- 
ings, free of charge. This offer of the 
company was declined by the Board; in its 
answer declining the offer, the Board 
stated to the company that in the opinion 
of the Board, franchises belonged to the 
people and should be granted for a money 
consideration. After a lengthy discussion 
of the matter, the company finally pro- 
posed to pay the city the sum of ten thous- 
and dollars for the franchise. _ This pro- 
position was taken under consideration by 
the Board, and was finally accepted by the 
Board in behalf of the city. The franchise 
was granted by the Board and submitted 
to the Common Council for approval. 

Under the terms of the franchise, the 
company is to erect a plant, within two 
years of the date of the approval of the 
franchise by the Common Councll, the cost 
of the plant not to be less than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars $100,000,00.) 

Any assignment or transfer of the rights 
and privileges granted in the franchise, 
shall not be effectual! for any purpose, un- 
less approved in writing by the Board of 
Public Works and the Common Councll. 

If the company enters into any comb:na- 
tion to regulate the prices of the articles 
to be manufactured under the terms of 
the franchise, such action shall nullify al 
rights and privileges granted in the fran- 
chise, and render the same void and of no 
effect. 

In case of a failure on the part of the 
company to carry out the provisions of the 
franchise, the rights and privileges grant- 
ed therein shall cease and be at an end, 
and be forfeited without any notice or ac- 
tion at law. 

The contract contains further provisions, 
too many and too long to be set out In de- 
tail In this report. 

The company paid into the City Treasury 
the sum of ten thousand dollars.The fran- 
chise jis granted for a period of thirty 
years from the date of the approval of the 
same by the Common Council. 

The company has filed a bond in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of the provisions 
of the cotract. 


The Citizens Telephone Company— 


'This company made application to the 
Board for a franchise to lay, construct 
and maintain along, under and through 
certain streets, alleys and publie places, 
underground sub-ways and conduits for 
carrying telephone wires and cables. 

By ordinance of the Common Council of 
this city, on April 6th, 1886, the Citizens's 
Telephone Company was granted certain 
privilegesof erecting. operating and main- 
taining poles and wires for the purpose of

establishing a telephone system in this 
city. The application made to this Board 
by the company last year, was practically 
for permission to operate its telephone sys- 
tem in a diilferent manner and upon a larg- 
er scale than could be done under the pro. 
visions of the ordinance of April 6, 1886. 
Under these circumstances, the Board was 
Of the opinion that the city could not re- 
quire, in due fa rness, anything iike a nizh 
money consideration for the franchise. 
However, it is provided in the contract 
that the city shall have the right and 
privilege of using one (1) duct of the con- 
duit system, for fire and police alarm 
wires, free of all cost and expense to the 
city. As one of these ducts has a capac- 
ity of In the neighborhood of two hund-sed 
and forty wires (240), it is plain that one 
of these ducts will be amply sufficient for 
the needs of this city for years to come. 

lt is aiso provided that the company 
shall furnish and operate for the use of 
the city sixteen (16) telephones, free of 
‘charge. The franchise is granted for a 
period of thirty-six (36) years from April 
bth, 1900. 

A bond in the sum of ten thousand dol- 
lars has been filed by the company, con- 
ditioned that the company will faithfully 
carry out the provisions of this contract. 
The company has also filed a bond in the 
sum of five thousand doliars conditioned 
that it will save the city free and harmless 
from all loss or damage by reason of the 
acts of the company in cutting into any 
street or alley in the city. 


The Wabash Valley Railway— 


The Wabash Valley Railway made appli- 
‘cation to the Board in relation to the right 
and privilege of operating a system of 
street railroads on certain streets of this 
city, on certain conditions, and presented 
a form of contract to that effect. This 
contract was carefully considered by the 
Board, and refused; the Board deciding 
not to consider the matter until the inter- 
urban line was built from Merom to this 
city. Remonstrances containing the sig- 
natures of a great number of property 
owners on south Ninth and south Second 
Streets, were filed with the Board, remon- 
strating against the granting of the fran- 
chise, as far as these two streets were 
concerned. Petitions were filed with the 
Board signed by a majority of the busi- 
ness men of the city asking that the fran- 
chise be granted. The contract was af- 
terwards amended by the company so aas 
to omit Ninth street, 

After further investigation of the mat- 
ter, the Board submitted a proposition to 
the company, granting the franchise on 
certain conditions (too long and numerous 
to be set out here). The said franchise 
was to be of no force or effect until the 
said Wabash Valley Railway shall have 
constructed an inter-urban electric rail- 
way to this city from Merom, Sullivan 
County, indiana. It is further provided 
that said Wabash Valley Railway shall 
pay to the city of Terre Haute, the sum of 
$24,000 for such franchise. $3,000 of which 
is to be returned to the said Wabash Val- 
ley railway after the completion of the 
said electric railway within and without 
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the city, and $3,000 for each road to be re- 
turned to said Wabash Valley Railway 
upon the completion by it of an electric 
railway upon each of the following roads; 
—The Clinton road, to Clinton, Indiana: 
the Vincennes road to Vincennes, Irdiana; 
and the Rockville road, to Rockville, In- 
diana. 

lt is also provided that the Wabash Val- 
ley Railway shall have ihe consent in 
writing of the majority of the property 
owners and residents, on any street on 
which it desires to operate its system, and 
to file the same in the office of the Board 
of Public Works. 

So far, this proposition has not been ac- 
cepted by the Wabash Valley Railway, 
and the matter is stilli pending, 


Lighting and Heating Franchise— 


A petition has been filed with the Board 
by Mr. A. C. Ford, asking for a franchise 
to maintain and operate a central heating 
and lighting station to supply the inhabit- 
ants of that portion of the city which lies 
south of Wabash avenue with heat and 
hot water for the interior of buildings and 
for domestic purposes generally, and the 
üistribution of the same by underground 
lines, and the distribut'on of electricity for 
the purpose of Hght within the said por- 
tion of the city lying south of Wabash 
avenue, 

The application for this franch'se is un- 
üer the consideration of the Board, and 
fas not been finally disposed of. 
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Franchises in General— 
The Board has taken the position in the 


,.matter of the granting of franchises, that 


franchises are valuable and are always 
worth a great deal to those to whom they 
are granted. That franchises belong to 
and are the property of the people, and 
that the people and only the people are the 
ones who have the right to say that fran- 
chises are of no value and should be given 
away without compensation; and, until 
the people have decided to the contrary 
and have given direct expression to this 
decision, it will be the policy of this Board 
to grant franchises only upon the pay- 
ment to the city of a proper and appropri- 
ate consideration for the same. 

The payment to the city of ten thousand 
dollars by the Terre Haute Pipe Line Serv- 
ice Company was the first instance in the 
history of the citv of Terre Haute, where 
a money consideration was pafd for a fran- 
chise. Ths has heen established as a 
precedent, which we trust will be sus- 
tained and upheld by the actions of fu.ute 
Board of Public Works. in the matter of 
the granting of franchises.

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit for your 
consideration a report of the transactions 
and conditions pertaining to the Enginer- 
ing Department of this city from Jan. 1, 
1900. to Jan. 1, 1901, as required iy the 
charter of the city of Terre Haute, approv- 
ed March, 1899. 


STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


No paving of consequence has been done 
in the city in the past year, which fact 
is not very creditable to a city of this size 
however, there appears to be good pros- 
pects for considerable improvement this 
coming year. 3 

With the repair and resurfacing of 
the Seventh street asphalt and the a.most 
certainty of the Cherry street work being 
done, Terre Haute will then have two 
streets, which are now a disgrace, up to 
the standard of the hest. The paving of 
Fourth street from Poplar to Osborne is 
assured since the completion of the sewer. 

The improvement of Lafayette Avenue 
and Poplar street is contemplated, which 
if carrled out would certainly be putting 
the work were most needed. There is 
nothing to prevent the paving of these 
streets to go forward immediately as the

Civil Engineer. 


Erades are established and sewers con- 
structed. 

‘These two streets stand out prominently 
as among the most heavily traveled in the 
city, being the avenues used by the ad- 
jacent out-lying districts. The gravel to 
be obtained about here is of not the prap- 
er quality to meet the requirements of so 
heavy a traffic and unless frequently re- 
newed the streets soon reach the con- 
dition of the ordinary country highways. 

As to the materia] to be used as a wear- 
ing surface on our paved streets is at 
present a much mooted question. 

Brick has proved when properly laid as 
it has been here that it makes a quite 
durable, clean, and comparatively inex- 
pensive pavement. Asphalt has been such 
a dismal failure here. that to speak about 
it in any way favorable sounds almost 
treasonable. However, I have personally 
inspected some streets that have been 
down from seven to eleven years and are 
yet in good condition. having been repatr- 
ed but very little during that time. 

The Barber Co. claim they have made 
great improvent in the composition of the 
wearing surface, which will eliminate the 
checking and cause the surface to remain 
plastic for a much greater time than it 
now does. They also believe that by us-

ing thelr improved methods a pavement 
can be made to last twenty years. The 
cost however is much in excess of brick, 
and since the advent of the rubber-tire 
the objectionable difference between the 
surfaces has been greatly eliminated. A 
material has been recently put into use 
for surfacing. in the shape of a wood 
block treated with creosote which gives 
promise of being a formidable competitor 
of both brick and asphalt. When streets 
paved. as they have been recently in Ind- 
ianapolis with this material, certainly 
makes them vastly superior to anything 
yet introduced, their good qualities be- 
ing numerous, the question of durabil- 
ity comes prominently to the front and the 
general verdict is that wood block has 
been tested and found not satisfactory on 
account of rapidly decaying. This of 
course comes from the observed results of 
the untreated wood block. Comparative- 
ly few know anything at al! what will be 
the effect of treating wood as it is now 
being done at Indianapolis, consequently 
the only way will be to wait for the prac- 
tical test of time or accept the testimony 
Of those who have made study and ex- 
periments. Probably one of the best 
authorities on this subject is O. Chanute 
M. W. S. E. 

A paper was read by him before the 
Western Society of Engineers in April 
1900, entitled ‘‘The Preservative Treatment 
of Timber." In this paper he says pine 
railway ties have given service from 20 to 
23 years in German Railways, and beech 
from 30 to 34 vears. In France he savs 
there is no doubt but what beech ties give 
service from 25 to 30 vears, as the records 
kept for 27 years prove it. 

Tn the July 22, 1899, issue of the Engineer- 
ing Record a paper on ‘‘Water-front En- 
gineering in American Citles" under the 
subhead “Preservation of timber,” will be 
found an art'cle which speaks wel! for 
creosnting: also in the July 1899 issue of 
"Bridges and Framed Structures" wil! be 
found an article on Wood Creosoting. In 
this article the following item is found: 

"It is not known how long this treat- 
ment will preserve woods, but railroad 
ttes thus treated nearly forty years ago 
in Great Britain are still in an excellent 
state of preservation." 

From these articles there is no doubt 
what the treatment greatly prolongs the 
life of timber, as beech wil! not last to ex- 


ceed three or four years when exposed in 
this climate. 


SIDEWALKS. 


Considerab!e improvement was complet- 
ed In the last year, practically all of which 
was of cement concrete construction. The 
d roves were as follows:

The above work and some minor outside 
work aggregates 150.000 square feet. 

The sidewalks !n the central portion of 
the city should be improved as rapidly as 
possible, many of which are now in à very 
bad condition. 

"When streets are ordered improved, the 
paving of the sidewalks should never be 
omitted, as it is probably of more benefit 
to the resident property owhef, cost con- 
sidered, than any other street improve- 
ment. 


CURBING. 
As a rule, curbing and sidewalk im- 
provement are made simultaneous, the 


curb being almost essential as a retainer 
and marginal finish when the sidewalk 
pavement approaches the roadway. Care 
has been taken to províde an expansion 
joint, where the sidewalk pavement joins 
the curbing. This will obviate the shear- 
ing off of the curb at those pee which 
have heen quite annoying eretofore. 

The following streets have been curb- 
ed in the past year: 

Fourth street from Poplar street to 
Washington Avenue. 

Fifth street fromm Park street to Farring- 
ton street. 

Chestnut street from Third street to 
Thirteenth street. 

Tenth street from Maple Avenue to 
Feech street. 

The above-work and minor outside work 
aggregate about 20,000 lineal feet. 

All straight curb was oolitíc and circular 
Georgia granite, This probably makes as 
satisfactory and durable curb as can be 
obtined for the money. 

A combined curb and gutter made of ce- 
ment concrete is being much used in many 
cities, and giving universal satisfaction 
when properly constructed, but I would 
not advise it being ordered unless it is to 
be done under rigid inspection. 


GRADES AND ALIGNMENT. 


The only advancement which has been 
made in this important work in the last 
year was the establishment of the grade 
and alignment of Poplar street from the 
Wabash river to the Eastern corporate 
limíts The true width and line of this 
street has been a nuzzle to Engineers for 
many years back, but as now set out on 
the plat filed in the County Recorder's 
office there should be no further difficulty. 

The alignment of Thirteenth street from 
Wabash Avenue to Locust street should 
be definitely settled as soon as possible, as 
many abutting property owners are wait- 
ing for the settlement of this long pending 
question before making permanent mm- 
provements. 

On streets were the grade is indefintte, 
the grade should be re-established and 
permanently fixed, so that abutting prop- 
erty owners can make permanent impreve- 
ments with the assurance that they will 
suit future work.

Substantial progress has been made in 
the extension of the sewer system. the 
following sewers having been constructed 
in the last year:

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All sewers were constructed with refer- 
ence to future extension a system which 
is very difficult to adhere to in the face 
of temporary cheap branches, and the 
clamor to people living in districts where 
quick relief is wanted. New work which 
should command your attention for next 
year are the districts lying from Fifteen- 
th to Twelfth streets between Crawford 
and Wabash Avenue, from Eighth toa 
Tenth street between College and Ohio, 
I Third to Water between Osborne and 

o. 

Sixth street from Cherry to Lafayette 
should also have a sewer to intercept the 
storm water which concentrates from the 
sloping area east of Sixth street. In 
heavy rain the water from this district 
‘cannot be taken by the small laterals now 
in place, and in consequence the water 
sweeps with considerable violence over 
Sixth, Fifth, Fourth and Third streets. 


HOUSE RE-NUMBERING. 


The work of renumbering houses has 
been completed, there having been 8865 
notices served, notifying house owners of 
the proper number. This ordinarily 
causes considerable trouble, but I think 
the people have complied with the notices 
with as little murmuring as could be pos- 
stbly expected. 


SURVEYS. 


Surveys have been made when requested, 
of lots, and the fees from said surveys 
amounting to $101.50 turned into the City 
Treasury. 


RECORDS. 


The records have been kept In intellig- 
ible form of all work performed, and con- 
siderable back work brought up. A 
tabulated list of all sewers both public 
and private has been prepared, using all 
the information avallable. Many omis- 
sions will be found in this list caused by 
no record having been kept of laterals 
which were put in by private parties. 
This list can be made quite complete by 
noting down each sewer not on the list 
as the same are discovered. 


EQUIPMENT. 


The equipment of the department has 
been kept to all necessary requirements, 


everything being now in good condition 
and all new devices which are found to 
be of merit are promptly adopted. 


FINANCIAL. 


'The expenses have continued to be 
maintained on the low plane which they 
were reduced to from July 1st to Jan. 
Ist 1899 and there is nothing to indicate 
at present that expenses will be material- 
ly increased for the coming year, however 
any sudden increase in the work would 
congest this department quite seriously.

The buflding known as the “Woman's 
Retreat" which was erected in Highland 
Lawn Cemetery, fills a long felt want,and 
is thoroughly appreciated by those who 
have occasion to make use of its conven- 
lences 

The change of the location of the office 
of the Superintendent of the cemeteries, 
from the residence of the Superintendent 
to the entrance to the Cemetery, at High- 
land Lawn Cemetery was a very wise 
change, and has proven to be of great au- 
vantage and convenience to those desir- 
ing any tnformation regarding matters 
connected with the cemeteries, and aíso 
of great convenience to parties desiring 
to stay in the office while waiting to take 
a street car from the Cemetery to the 
city 

The price of lots at Highland Lawn 
Cemetery was changed as follows:— In- 
side lots from sixteen to twenty cents per 
square foet; outside lots from twenty to 
twenty-five cents per square foot.

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Report of Superintendent of Parks. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works 
of the city of Terre Haute:— 
Terre Haute, January 1, 1901. 

Gentlemen:— 

1 herewith submit my report for the 
year 1900, as Superintendent of Parks. 

The park as a whole is in very good con- 
dition, it has added to its reputation as 
being the most beautiful spot owned by 
the city. 

One hundred and thirty-flve small new 
trees were planted in the Park during the 
year. These trees were gotten from the 
Highland Lawn Cemetery, and were 
planted in the Park with no additional 
cost to the city. Nineteen of the trees 
have died since belng planted in the Park, 
but the remainder are doing weil and give 
promise of being able in the proper time 
to take their place with the old trees in 
the Park and contribute their portion of 
shade towards the pleasure and comfort 
of the vitizens of, and visitors to, this 
city. 

Seventeen of the large trees have died 
during the year, and for that reason it is 
very necessary that the young trees be 
planted now. 

The lawn in the Park has been well ta- 
ken care of and kept In a beautiful condi- 
tion. The grass has been cut regularly and 
much care and attention has been given 


it. Last year the grass was cut with the 
mower used by the Supt. of the Cemeter- 
ies, and no extra expense was incurred 
by the city in doing so. Heretofore, the 
grass has been cut by employing some- 
body on the outside with such a mower, 
and the same was paid for out of the ap- 
propriation to the Park fund. 

As per your instructions, I sold at public 
sale, the flowers which I could not keep 
during the winter. The sum of five dol- 
lars and fifty-flve cents was recelved at 
this sale, 

The gate erected last Spring at the Sev- 
enth street driveway entrance to the 
Park, is an improvement which has lon 
been needed there. It has not only adde 
much to the beauty of the Park, but has 
also eliminated the danger of any acci- 
dent to parties driving through the gate 
into the Park, as was constantly menaced 
by the old gate on account of the narrow 
width of the same. 

I would recommend that durlng this 
year three of the buildings in the Park be 
painted, and alsa the iron fence. 

This painting is needed badly and should 
be done not later than this year.

Report of, Superintendent of Crematory. 


Terre Haute, Ind., January 1, 1901. 
To the Honorable Board of Public Works 
of the City of Terre Haute: 

Gentiemen:— 

I herewlth submit a report of the City 
Crematory for the year 1900. 

The repairs made to the crematory dur- 
ing last year were very much needed, and 
amounted, practically, to a rebuilding of 
the furnace. After these repairs were 
made, during the summer and fall months, 


the crematory did very good work nnd 
burned the garbage in a hightly satisfac- 
tory manner. 

At the present time the crematory is in 
excellent condition, and is in every way 
capable of performing the work required 


of it. 

The waste matter remaining in the fur- 
nace after the garbage has been burned, 
has came to be recognized now, as having 
the properties of @ fertilizer and is being 
used to some extent for fertilizing pur- 
poses. During the last year:this fertil- 
izer has been sold at the rate of one dol- 
lar per wagon load, and a total of nine 
londs have been sold. 

Besides the garbage consumed at the 
‘crematory during the year, _ fifty-eight 
dead animals also were burned.

The Board of Public Works acting as 
the Board of Public Safety herewith sub- 
mits report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1900:— 

We are very glad to say that during 
the year the city has not been visited with 
any destructive fires, although in one in- 
stance particularly, which you will re- 
member, had it not been for the very 
prompt response of the fire department 
and the effective work done quickly after 
its arrival on the scene of the fire, this 
city would have been the victim of a ca- 
lamity ircaleulably greater than any tt 
has yet experienced entailing a loss of life 
and property which is practically inestim- 
able. We refer to the fire in the Casto 
building at the northwest corner of Third 
and Wabash Avenue. 

The buildings occupied by the fire de- 
partment, the apparatus, horses and the 
entire equipment of the department, 
are in a first class and thoroughly satis- 
factory condition. 

The fire alarm system is in excellent con- 
dition and has been all along. AN fire 
alarm wires which were not strung on 
the top-arms of poles throughout the city, 
have been changed and placed on such 
top-arms wherever it was possible to 
make such change, in order to avoid the 
danger of the fire alarm wires being 
crossed by live wires. Other similar, in- 
expensive and highly desirable changes 
have been made wherever the same could 
be done. 

The department during the last year has 
sustained its reputation of being one of 
the most able and best equipped fire de- 
partments that can he found in any city 
of the size of Terre Haute. The prompt 
manner in which all alarms have been re- 
sponded to and the quick and effective 
work done at the numerous fires during 
the year establishes the fact that the de- 
partment can be depended upon at all 


times and in all cases to protect life and 
property when the same are endangered 
by fire. 

No. 2 Truck was thoroughly overhauled 
and repaired last year, and is now practic- 
all, a new truck. 

The number of feet of hose in service in 
the department has been increased by the 
addition of one thousand feet of National 
Jacket fire hose, at the price of  ninety 
cents per foot, making a total cost of 
nine hundred dollars; however, the city 
was given a discount of twenty per cent, 
of $180.00 which made the total cost $720.00 
or seventy-two cents per foot.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I can but repeat the recommendations 
that I have made in my last report as fol- 
lows, the purchase of a light hook and 
ladder wagon to be placed in the No. 
Two's (2 house at the corner of Fourth 
and Farrington streets as to give that 
end of the citv better fire protection. as 
it is at the present the aerial truck makes 
all calls south of Wabash Avenue from 
the river to the city limits east and south, 
so by having a truck so located it would 
take all long runs off the aerial truck and 
give the business part of the city better 
fire protection. I would cali vour atten- 
tion to the need of at least one first class 
fire engine to put in the business part of 
the city as in case of a large fire we are 
not prepared to handle it with the en- 
gines now in service. 

I would recommend the purchase of one 
thousand (1,000) feet of two-and-one-half 
(215) 17ch cotton hose to take the place of 
hose that is not fit for fire service. 

I would call your attention to my 
recommendation of last year in regard to 
the storage battery as it is a money saver 
and would pay for itself in a few years. 

Twould call your attention to the flre 
limits that was adopted May lith. 1886, 
which I think ought ta be extended east 
on Wabash avenue to 14th street taking 
in the alley’s on south and north on said 
street and all other changes that you may 
Bee fit. I sincerely ask that your honor- 


able body will give the matter of a build- 
ing inspector consideration recommend 
the passing of the necessary legislation 
for the appointment of such an official. 
The necessity for such has been forcibly 
brought to my attention during the year. 
I feel confident that if the city had such 
an official who could have the necessary 
power he would prove of inestimable 
value to the city, both as to Mfe and 
property. 

I would recommend the purchase of a 
baker cellar pipe, it is something that 
has long been needed in the department 
to fight cellar fires. I would recommend 
that some improvemeuts be made on fire 
department headquarters by extending 
the building back to Ninth and one half 
street and rearrange he present building 
so that it would give us more room both 
for the men and apparatus. 


CONCLUSION. 


In closing this report I desire to extend 
to all the officers and members of thís 
department my sincere thanks for the 
faithful manner in which they have per- 
formed every duty pertaining to this de- 
partment during the year. 

I also extend to your Honorable body 
my sincere thanks for the many court- 
esles shown me by you whlle in the dis- 
charge of my duties. 

Your willingness at all times to aid us 
by furnishing such needed {mprovements 
as the organization of this department 
has demanded from time to time has been 
very gratifying to me, and should be ap- 
preciated by all citizens interested in the 
welfare of our department. 

To officers and members of the police 
force I also wish to extend thanks for the 
many acts of kindness and assistance re- 
ceived at their hands. My thanks are 
also extended to all persons with whom 
I have teen associated In the performance 
of my official duties as Chief of this de- 
partment.

To the Mayor ard Commen Council. 

Gentlemen:—I submit to you the request 
of the Board of Publie Works for an ap- 
propriaiion to build a fire house on the 
city lot at Nineteenth street and Wabash 
avenue. The necessity for a fire house in 
the eastern part of the city, especially in 
view of the new factories and improve- 
ments being erected, is apparent to every 
one and while it is à crying need, yet the 
financial conside:ailors at the present time 
are of the utmost importance. The gieat- 
est interest of the people of our city is a 
reduction of the tax rate—''reduce taxa- 
tion, it is entirely too high” is heard on 
every hand; this we have trled to do and 
the city taxes have been reduced $ .04 cn 
the hundred each year for the past two, 
and the appropriations for this year have 
been based on a tax rate of $1.14, which 
with estimated receipts from other 
sources will, we hape, bring in a revenue 
sufficient to meet the appropriations but 
with an estimated balance of only a few 
hundred dollars, and the only chance for 
additional revenue is an underestimation 
of receipts or an unusual collection cf ce- 
lirquent taxes, ard as the erection of this 
fire house will cost, apparatus and all, in 
the neighborhood of $6.000 or possibly 
more, the question is "where will we de- 
rive the additioral reverue?" The surplus 
from last year in the city's favor is, ow- 
ing to unexpended appropriations, in the 
neighborhood of $26.100 00, which we could 
safely use for the above purpose were we 
not confronted with the resurfacing and 
repair of Seventh street that will take all 
ir not more, than the surplus referred ta 
and for which a contract has alreadv heen 
entered into—at the same time we have a 
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floating debt of $6,000 which should be. 


taken up and the interest stopped. We 
might make a temporary loan if the situ- 
ation demanded it but we would be com- 
pelled to pay interest until next year and 
then increase the tax levy to meet the 
principal and pay out three or four hun- 
dred dollars in interest, I would therefore 
recommerd that this matter be referred to 
the Committee on Finance for investiga- 
tion, as I will under no circumstances 
recommend the appropriation until the 
financial situation has been thoroughly 
gone over and the matter presented to the 
Council for their constderation. though I 
recognize thoroughly the inadequacy of 
the present fire protection for the eastern 
part of the city.

Safety, the Board of Public Works desires 
to call attention to the fact that the east- 
ern portion, and particularly the north- 
eastern portion, of the city has been build- 
ing up wonderfully during the last year, 
and that the building boom which has 
commenced gives every promise of con- 
tinuing for some time. 

This has been caused by the locat'on in 
that part of the city of the new factories 
which this city has heen so fortunate as 
to obtain. The plants of the Up To Date 
Manufacturing Company, the North Balti- 
more, the Terre Haute, and the Hayes 
Glass Factories, have been campleted and 
are in full operation. The car barns of 
the Terre Haute Electric Company have 
been moved and are now located on east 
Wabash avenue. Ground has already b2en 
broken for the erection of a piper mil! at 
Sixteenth street and the Vandalia rail- 
road. It is now an assured fact that the 
new rolling mill will be located here, and 
wil be put up at about Twentv-fifth 
street and the Vandalia rat'road Taken 
together, these new factorles and indus- 
tries employ a great number cf men and 
add immerse'y to the volume of work and 
business carr'ed on in that part of the city 
where they are located. ft is very prob- 
able, and in fact. it is to be expected that 
from now on, there wi] be more or less of 
a tendencv to build; men emploved in the 
new factories will move out In that ne!gh- 
borhood so as to be near their work: new 
comers to the city will also loeate there: 
those who are in a position so to do, will 
build 

The city, while It increases in prosperity. 
size and importance with the comirg of 
these new husiness interests. also incurs 
certain respons hl'ittes and has Ita certain 
portion of work to perform In the onward 
march and progress of the city’s growth. 
What we especially desire to call vour at- 
tention to now, is the matter of fire pro- 
tection. 

It is the opinion of the Board that the 


fire protection now afforded to the citizens 
and tax-payers in the eastern part of the 
city is nat sufficient. Up to this time the 
city has not been built up so very much 
on the east, but it is our opinion that with 
the advent of the new industries and fac- 
tories in that part of the city, the build- 
ing boom which has already commenced 
will continue, and that it is the duty of 
the city to furnish additional fire protec- 
tion to that part of the clty. 

In view of these facts, we respectfully 
recommend that a suitable appropríation 
be made for the erection of a fire house on 
the lots owned by the city, and purchased 
for the purpose of erecting a fire house 
thereon, at Nineteenth street and Wabash 
avenue.

Dear Sir:—We desire to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that in our communica- 
tion to you under date of August 2, 1900, 
we recommended that the sum of one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) be appropriated 
to the Disposal of Garbage Account to pay 
for the expense of operating the Crema- 
tory and repairs. 

In recommending the appropriation of 
$1.000.00 to this item of the account, we 
made all the reduction that could be made 
without under-estimating the amount 
needed. 

In making the appropriation to the Dis- 
posal of Garbage Account, the appropria- 
tion for the payment of expenses of oper- 
ating the crematory and repairs was cut 
from $1,000.00 to $500.00. This amount is 
totally inadequate to meet the expense of 
operating the crematory and making the 
various repairs caused by the natural 
wear and tear. 

It is also our desire to have the garbage 
wagons now used by the city so repaired, 
that the water In the garbage may be 
drained from the same before the garbage 
is dumped into the furnace. at the crema- 
tory. It is very plain that the amount of 
water which is dumped into the furnace 
along with the garbage, is very injurious 
and that a great improvement would be 
made if some means could be provided to 
remove the water before the garhage is 
dumped into the furnace. Yt is our in- 
tention to have a drain put in each of the 
garbage wagons and by this means to d? 
away with a very injurious and expensive 
obstacle met with tn consuming the gar- 
bage. 

The Board has asked for estimates for 
putting in these drains and belleve that 
the drains can be put in at a reasonable 
expense, 

We therefore respectfully recommend 
that the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400.00) be appropriated to the Disposal of 
Garhage Account, to pay for the new 
drains, and to meet the expense of oper- 
ating the crematory and making such re- 
pairs thereto as may be necessary during 
the year.

Works acting as the Board of Public 
Safety, respectfully represents unto your 
Honorable Body, that several of the fire 
houses In the city are very much fn need 
of repairs. In company with the Chief 
of the Fire Force, we inspected the fire 
houses and found that various repairs 
are needed. and we are of the opinion 
that these repairs should be attended to 
at once. 


From estimates recelved by us, as to 


the cost of making these repairs, we find 
that the total cost will be in the neigh- 
borhood of six or seven hundred dollars. 
This expense will have to be paid out of 
the appropriation for the repairs to 
buildings, in the Fire Force Account; the 
appropraton to this item of the account 
is not sufficient to meet this expense, but 
the deficiency can be made up by trans- 
ferring from some of the others items in 
the account.

Dear Sir.—In regard to the repair of the 
pavement on Seventh street from Wa- 
bash avenue to the Vandalia Railway, 
the following are the conditions: 

The amount appropriated for the repair 
of Seventh street from Hulman to the 
Vandalia tracks is $25,000.00, the amount 
taken up by contract between Hulman 
Street and Wabash avenue will be in ex- 
cess of $22,000.00, leaving a balance of 
less than $3,000.00 to be applied to the 
payment of repairs on Seventh street 
between Wabash avenue and the Van- 
dalla railway. 

The Engineer's estimate of August 7, 
1900. indicated that 2520 yards of surface 
would need repairing between Wabash 
avenue and the Vandalia tracks. The 
price for this work as stipulated in the 
contract made with the Barber Asphalt 
Company is $1.00 per yard which would 
give a total for both north and south Sev- 
enth street something in excess of $25,- 
000.00. However, since this estimate was 
made, the street has greatly deteriorated 
and it can be safely said that at least 
2,000 yards more are in need of repair 
than when the estimate was made. 

The Barber Asphalt Company are here 
with considerable force to execute this 
work and the progress would be greatly 
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facintated by carrying on the work both 
north and south of Wabash avenue simul- 
taneousiy as they have indicated a wish 
to do. However we do not feel disposed 
to enter upon the repair of north Seventh 
Street knowing that the funds are in- 
sufficient to complete the same.

Gentlemen:—We desire to call your at- 
tention to the matter of salaries at the 
City Crematory. and respectfully submit 
the following facts: 
At the present time the Crematory is 
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in better condition than it has been for 
years. It is taking care of more garbage 
than ever before, and is dcing it in a bet- 
ter and more satisfacto manner and 
with less expense ta the city. The pres- 
ent superintendent of the Crematory and 
his assistant are, without doubt. two of 
the most competent, ab!e and best quali- 
fied men who have ever heen in the em- 
ploy cf the city at the crematory; both 
are practical furnace men and are able 
nct only to Immediately detect a break or 
a defect in the furnace, when the same :c- 
curs, but are also able. in mogt instances 
to repair the same. Since the change in 
the management of the crematory. it has 
been operated with less expense than be- 
fore. and during the last six months es- 
pecially, the city has been saved two or 
three times the amount of increase in 
salary at the crematory in the reduct'on 
in the cost of grate hars. alone. besides 
having the crematory taken care of in the 
hest possible manner. The salary of the 
assistant, or night watchman. was fixed 
by ordinance. December 4. 1900. at any 
amount not exceeding forty five dollars 
per month. For this amount of money, 
the man works every night in the week, 
Saturdays and Sundays included. and 
works from twelve to fifteen hours n 
night; the furnace requires this much 
work. if it is to he taken care of 
and properly managed. The waürk is ex- 
ceptionally hard at any time, but espea- 
jally so now during the hot summer 
months, and we believe that no one will 
d'spute the fact that to handle and hurn 
the garbage properly. and lank after the 
furnace carefully and keep it in good re- 
patr. requires wark and ahility which is 
worth more than the amount naw paid. 
We would therefore respectfully recom- 
mend that Special Ordinance No. 1f, 
adopted December 4. 1900. hy vour Hon- 
arable Rody, he so amended as to provide 
for an incrense in the salarv of the night 


watchman at the Crematory from for- 
ty-five to fiftv dollars per month. We 
would a'so respectfully recommend that 


no additional appropriation be made, ta 
meet this expense. but that instead. the 
sum of thirty dollars he transferred fram 
the Roard of Children’s Guardians and 
Snecial Offices’ Account, to the item of 
"Salarles of Crematory Attendants” in 
the disposal of garbage account.

The Board of Trustees are also to pay, 
at regular meter rates, for all water used 
in excess of one hundred and twenty-six 
thousand gallons per month. 

It is also provided in said contract that 
neither party thereto waives any legal 
rights which it had before the contract 
was made, as to the duty of the Water 
Works Company to furnish free water to 
the Normal school.

My Dear Sir:—Please do not regard this 
as a circular to be carelessly cast aside. 
Read it, carefully constder it and present 
it to your Council with your recommen- 
dation. 

The next semi-annual session of The 
Municipal League of Indiana wil] be 
held at Anderson on the 9th, 10th, and 
Mth of October. The opening session will 
be held afternoon of the 9th, and the 
closing session before noon of the llth, 
thus enabling delegates to go on the 9th 
and return on the llth, and yet have the 
benefit of the entire session. 

The League has broadened much in its 
work since its organization so ‘that it 
now includes within its objects and aims 
all matters of interest to the municipal- 
ities of the state. Its growth has heey 
very steady and substantial so that it 
now has within its membership a very 
large number of the cities of the state, 
but there are many raore which ought to 
be identified with the organization, as- 
sisting in its work and participating in 
its benefits. Indeed every city in the 
state ought to become actively identified 
with the League and when that time 
comes the power of the organization for 
good can scarcely be estimated. 

Any city may become a member of the 
League at any session upon application 
and the payment of a embership fee of 
$500 for a ¢ity under 5,000 of population 
and $10.00 for a elty over 5,000 of popula- 
tion. The officia! representation of each 
city consists, of the Mayor and two other 
city officers to be selected by the Coun- 
cil, but it is the desire that all depart- 
ments of the city governments be rep- 
resented at the meetings and that the 
representation be as large as possible. 
The Council of my own city has just con- 
stituted the entire roster of city officers 
a delegation to the next meeting of the 
League and will pay ‘the necessary ex- 
penses of all who can attend. That is 
because many of our city officers have 
already attended ‘meetings of the League.

From the standp^int af 
the city vou ought nof hesitate a4 the 
small expense to he Incurred in sendins a 
delegation. Ti will he money well in- 


vested. From the individual standpoint, 
you ought not hesitate to give the time 
necessary for the purpose. The exper- 
fence of others warrants the assertion 
that you wil! not regret it.

Gentlemen:—Your Committee on Finance 
to whom was referred the Estimates of 
the Comptroller and the  recommenda- 
tions of the Mayor for the tax levy and 
expenditures in the year 1902, have exam- 
ined exhibits “A” and “B” carefully and 
taking exhibit “A,” being the original re- 
quest for appropriations for the year, 1902, 
from the different departments, aS a 
basis, beg leave to report, that after a 
thorough investigation of all items asked 
for they have made a number of reduc- 
tions in the different Accounts in Exhibit 
“A” and recommend the appropriation of 
the amounts as set out in the appropria- 
tion ordinance submitted herewith. 
Among the reductions your Committee 
desire to call your special attention to 
the following: 

The Incidentals for the Board of Public 
Works has been stricken out entirely, 
they having asked for $400.00, and your 
Committee would recommend that the 
Board sell the horse and wagon now used 
by the Board and that the amaunt receiv- 
ed be appropriated by the Council to the 
Incidentals for the Board as we think the 
wagon of the Engineer's Department can 
be used by the Board whenever they de- 
sire or need a horse and wagon. 

The amount allowed Department of Fi- 
nance for salaries has been reduced 
$1,405.00 on account of the reduction of 
Councilmen in Mav from 13 to 9 and the 
abolishing of the office of City Treasurer 
in September, but we have provided in 
the amount allowed. the salarv of the 
County Treasurer for the t!me he collects 
the city taxes In 1902. viz.: three months. 

The amount allowed Hospitals has heen 
reduced $63.55, heirg cost of  telenho»e 
rental and your Committee recommend 
that all paid telephones used hy the city 
be taken out and onlv those given as a 
part of franchise righis without cost to 
citv be used. 

The amount asked for lighting of the 
city has been reduced to tha actual cost 
of are lights now in use and such reduc- 
tion recommends the taking out of the 
small incandescent lighta now in use on 
some of the streets in the city. 

The amount allowed the Police Force 
Account has been reduced $206, as It is in 
the opinion of your committee that the 
repairs to bicycles and other expense at- 
tached to the hievele policeman amount 
ta ahout this sum and we can see no bene- 
fit to the city from such an officer.

Minority Report. 
To the Mayor and Common Council, City 
of Terre Haute. 

The undersigned, a minority of your 
committee on ordinances, having had un: 
der consideration the general ordinance, 
Number —, granting a right of way to 
The Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago & St. 
Louis Railway company for additional 
track across certain streets, and having 
given the same careful consideration, 
begs leave to report: 

After conference with the officials of 
said rallway, and particularly with Su- 
perintendent Duane, having charge of 
such matters, I find that said rallway 
company is willing in order to secure 
the rights asked for in such ordinance, to 
make certain changes and improvements 
of the conditions on Tippecanoe street, as 
more fully herlnafter set forth. 

I therefore recommend that the ordi- 
nance be amended by adding to Section 1 
the following: 

Provided the said The Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago & St. Louis Railway 
Company shall within sixty days from the 
adoption of this ordinance, re-locate and 
maintain the telegraph poles between Sev- 
enth street and the alley between Eighth 
and Ninth street on Tippecanoe street, so 
that they shall be south of the curb line 
of the south side-walk of  Tippecanoe 
street. (Except that the telegraph poles 
between Seventh and Eighth street shall 
be located and maintained south of the 
south building line of Tippecanoe street 
where it may be practicable to do so.) The 
said Railway company also within the 
time aforesald shall realign the switch 
located between Seventh and Eighth 
street and extending south and west from 
its main track so as to effect the nearest 
practicable approach to a right angle 
erossing with the roadway of such street. 

The said company also within the time 
aforesaid shal! thoroughly plank its track 
at the intersection of said switch and 
roadway and maintain the same; shall 
also extend the planking now located and 
maintained in its main track at the in- 
tersection of the allev extending to the 
north between seventh and eighth street 
eastwardly so to better accommodate the 
traffic on T:ppecanoe street. Such plank- 
ing to be extended eastwardlv not less 
than thirty feet and so maintalned. The 
uses of the sald switch between Seventh

relation thereto, now in force or hereaf- 
ter promulgated. 

SECTION 2.—An emergency is hereby 
declared to exist for the immediate tak- 
ing effect of this ordinance. The same 
shal] therefore be In full force and effect 
from and after its adoption.

The said Railway company also 
within the time aforesald shall realign 
the switch lotated between Seventh and 
Eighth streets and extendlng south and 
west from its main track so as to effect 
the nearest practicable approach to a 
right angle crossing with the roadway af 
such street. 


The said company also within the time 
aforesaid shall thorough y plank its t ack 
at the intersection of said switch and 
roadway amd maintain the same: shall 
also extend the planking now located and 
maintained m its main track at the inter- 
section of the alley extending to the 
north hetween Seventh and Highth street 
eastwardlv so to better accommodate the 
traffic on Tippecanoe street. Such plank- 
ing to be extended eastward!v not less 
than thirty feet and so maintained. The 
uses of the said switch between Seventh 
and Eighth streets shall he so limited 
that cars standing upon same shall not 
encroach upon Tippecanoe atreet: and in 
order to prevent encroachment upon sa'd

street by cars standing upon said switch 
a derail switch shall be established and 
maintained at the appropriate place. All 
of which things shall be done and per- 
formed by the said railway company at 
its own expense and without cost to the 
city of Terre Haute. Frovided further 
that the said Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chl- 
cago and St. Louis Rainway Company, 
upon order of the proper city officials 
shall open al! of the streets and alleys 
mentioned in Section One of this ordi- 
nance across its right of way and tracks, 
without any cost or expense to the City 
of Terre Haute.
